The visit of the American Battleship Fleet to Aus- 
tralia is taken very seriously by an anonymous writer 
in the London Times, whose importance, however, is 
vouched for by editorial approval. He recalls that forty- 
three years ago the Confederate cruiser Shenandoah put 
into an Austrian port for repairs. The ship was féted 
for weeks, and when she sailed her crew included Aus- 
tralian recruits for the Confederate forces. That was 
long before anyone dreamed of a yellow peril or of world 
politics in which Tokio could be a factor. In the Aus- 
tralia of to-day the English, the pioneers, have died out. 
“Those men were the salt of the earth and they left 
a good breed behind them, but it is a generation that 
knows not England, save from tradition. There are to- 
day hundreds of thousands of Australians whose fath- 
ers and mothers before them were also native-born, to 
whom an Englishman is almost as much of a curiosity 
as a Maori.” To-day, again, Australia feels that she 
is a nation. “She has suddenly réalized her isolation.” 
She is asking herself if it be not to her interest to look 
to the United States to defend her against the Japanese 
rather than to the British Empire, which is the ally 
of Japan. For there can be no doubt, as the Times sug- 
gests, that the Anglo-Japanese alliance puts Australia 
outside the scope of British diplomacy. The Berlin Tage- 
blatt sees a weakening of the ties between the Mother 
Country and the antipodeans. It says, as translated 
by the Literary Digest: “Australians seem to be grow- 
ing more accustomed to the idea of a dissolution of their 
union with the British Empire. Diplomatically they 
may be regarded as separate and apart from the general 
scheme of British policy in the East. The old school 
of Britons in the great island continent will dwell upon 
the union with the Mother country, but that attitude is 
out of date. It seems too provincial, too colonial, for 
the new spirit at the antipodes. What impresses the 
people out there is the sight of sixteen battleships en- 
forcing a policy of Asiatic exclusion as contrasted with 
a British squadron consecrating an alliance of their 
Mother Country with the one Power they have most 
reason to dread.”

In a recent issue we said that it has been the rule 
that defensive powers have seemingly kept pace with 
offensive development through all the centuries. No 
sooner have the aeroplane and the dirigible balloon proved 
their ability to move independently of the wind than 
alarmists have foretold the awful destruction that would 
result from a rain of bombs from the sky, pot to speak 
of the air scouts discovering every move of the enemy. 
Now comes Sydney C. Haley, of Eustis, Fla., with the 
prediction published in the Scientific American, that some 
genius will invent a fogmaker, a kind of bomb, which, 
exploding high in air, will so fill the sky with smoke that 
the airship will lose its bearings and the cloud scouts 
will be able to see nothing. He pictures a general about 
to execute a flank movement, or a concentration on some 
given point in the enemy’s line, who could make his 
preparations over night, and then, after having filled the 
upper air with cloud by means of balloons loaded with 
the smoke-producing mixture, deliver the blow as he 
designed it. And his foe would have no other way of as- 
certaining his intention than by observation. A French 
inventor, Edouard Lestout, has invented a process for 
making artificial clouds for the protection of the 
vineyards of Bordeaux from frost, which he declares 
may also be used for masking the movements of 
an army, hiding the erection of field works, ete. As 
described in the Consular and Trade Reports by U.S. 
Consul D. I. Murphy. of Bordeaux, the process consists 
in filling small wooden boxes, open at top, with an in- 


flammable composition, consisting of a mixture of equal 
parts of resinous with earthy matters (clay, terra alba 
and the like), reduced to a fine powder, and pressed into 
a compact mass. In the center a wick extends through 
the compound and serves to kindle it. These boxes, 
about eight inches long by ‘six wide, are placed in line, 
about thirty feet apart, around certain areas, say of fifty 
acres. A dense cloud of smoke is produced, hanging 
over the vineyard long enough to protect the plants from 
the sun’s rays and give them a chance to recuperate 
from the dangerous effects of frost. It is claimed that 
the protection of fifty acres by this method of producing 
smudges can be achieved at an expenditure of two dollars. 





The Brazilian navy has some glorious traditions and 
is not by any means a brand new addition to the world’s 
sea fighting forees. A little over half a century ago 
the war navy of Brazil consisted of about forty vessels, 
and this total included three frigates, seven corvettes 
and nine steamers, the remainder being small craft. 
Her personnel amounted to 3,500 of all grades, or about 
sufficient to man four or five such vessels as the ‘Minas 
Geraes,” just launched. Brazil, in the old colonial times, 
actually built frigates for Portugal in the shipyards 
of Bahia and Pernambuco, of Para and Rio Janeiro, in 
order that Portugal might maintain her then great im- 
portance in South America, or get back the territories 
in Africa. Brazil was, moreover, building ironclads at 
Rio Janeiro when this type of fighting vessel was quite 
an innovation, and she fought these home-built warships 
side by side with others that had been purchased abroad. 
Discussing the question whether it is better for Brazil 
to build her own warships now or to buy them of Eng- 
land, Shipping Illustrated says: “Like the American Re- 
public, the Brazilian Republic has an enormous seaboard, 
and Brazilians will be far better off by devoting their 
energy to matters in which they excel, than to fritter 
them away in producing ships which can be obtained 
for half the price elsewhere and of at least equal com- 
petency. Brazil sees this, and is getting together fleets 
of fine ships.” This is a strange position to take on the 
part of a publication devoted to the interests of Ameri- 
can shipping. 

In 1862 Sir William Armstrong advocated the con- 
struction of light unarmored vessels of great speed. “For 
the cost of one ironclad,” he said, “we could have three 
unarmored ships of far higher speed, and carrying col- 
lectively three armaments, each equal to that of the ar- 
mored vessel. Being smaller, they would be more diffi- 
cult to hit. Being swifter, they could choose their posi- 
tions, and be free to attack or retreat at pleasure. Be- 
ing more nimble in turning, they would be better adapted 
both for ramming and for evading the ram of their ad- 
versary. Finally, the conditions of superior speed and 
agility would favor their use of torpedoes and subma- 
rine projectiles; although it was a question whether, for 
the sake of a much needed simplification, it would not 
be better to confine that species of attack to separate 
vessels specially constructed for that one particular pur- 
pose. Even if the utmost advantage she could possess 
were conceded to the ironclad, namely, that of being im- 
penetrable by the guns of her opponents, she could not 
prevail in a contest of three against one, unless, by the 
use of securely protected artillery, she could keep her 
assailants at bay and gradually destroy them by her 
fire if they persisted in their attack.”

Recent tests by naval officers of what are called in 
England “man-lifting kites” proved that observations 
taken at a height of 2,000 to 3,000 feet will be of great 
service in discovering shoals, wrecks, submarines and 
sunken mines. Balloonists have noticed that at a high 
altitude objects under water can be distinguished quite 
clearly and these tests were to verify those claims. These 
“kites” have been the subject of so much experimenting 
in England that they are now placed ahead of captiva 
balloons fer naval purposes and have a not unpromising 
future before them as one may judge from this compari- 
son, drawn by the United Service Gazette of London: 
“The kites possess an advantage over the balloons in 
their less resistance to the wind, their ability to stand 
practically any wind of less force than a hurricane, and 
in their being far less cumbersome than an inflated gas 
bag. Observations were taken in perfect comfort the 
other day from a basket supported by three kites, and 
towed by a destroyer at a speed of twenty-six knots dead 
in the teeth of an eighteen-mile wind. The importance 
of these attributes of the kites tends to encourage an 
anticipation that at an early date they may be regularly 
adopted in the navy, as they already have been in the 
army.”

Capt. James A. Moss, 24th Inf., who is one of the 
instructors at the Service schools, Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., has for the last year or so devoted considerable 
time and attention to tracing the origin and significance 
of certain Army customs and practices, such as the 
firing of three volleys over the graves of soldiers, the 
salutes, the expressions “How,” “Dough boy,” etc.; the 
removal of the right hand glove when sworn before a 
court-martial; why does our international salute consist 
of twenty-one guns, etc., ete. Captain Moss has been 
able to get satisfactory explanations of the origin of 
all our present Army practices and customs, except the 
one of sounding “taps” at military funerals, and he 
would gratefully appreciate any information that any 
one may be able to give him on the subject, especially 





regarding these points: 1. When did the practice begin? 
2. When did the sounding of the present “taps” at funer- 
als supersede the former three ruffles of the drum for the 
infantry and the three flourishes of the bugle for the cav- 
alry and artillery? 

Now comes the demand in England that the excessive 
smoking of cheap and bad cigarettes be discouraged or 
prevented. In several battalions efforts are being made 
in this direction so as to lessen the practice among the 
young soldiers. In one battalion company officers are 
enjoined to have an order against the cigarette read out 
at every parade. Pipe smoking is not yet under the ban. 
Although there is growing opposition to tobacco, as is 
shown by the stand taken against it by the Methodist 
Church in the United States, it is worth while noting 
that on its introduction tobacco and the clergy were not 
antagonistic, but in the seventeenth century, however, 
attempts were made to stop smoking in churches. In the 
New England states, too, where the Puritan was wont 
to digest the sermon with a pipe, it was ordered that any 
person found smoking on the Lord’s Day “within two 
miles of the meeting house shall pay twelve pence.” After 
this snuff-taking became so general that Pope Urban 
VIII. issued a bull against its use by priests. 








Col. Charles W. Larned, U.S.A., in the November St. 
Nicholas, writes interestingly of “The West Point of To- 
day,” describing the busy activities of a cadet’s day, the 
underlying purpose of it all being, as Colonel Larned 
says, to make a man of him; “a sound, healthy, high- 
minded, well-disciplined citizen and soldier; and, like the 
Greeks and Romans of old, West Point esteems the mak- 
ing of character, together with the vigor and discipline 
of the body, ‘as of equal importance with mind-training. 
It undertakes that he shall be kept away from dissipa- 
tions, and shall have a healthy, well-developed body ; that 
he shall be held responsible for every act and word; that 
he shall- understand the laws of his country and his du- 
ties as a citizen, and that he shall know his job as a sol- 
dier. ‘The corps’ sees to it that he is held to the tradi- 
tions of honor, truth-telling, courage and fair play, which 
are its heritage from the past.”

A veteran officer of the Army, retired, proposes that 
there shall be created a “Colossus of Hampton Roads,’ 
the corner-stone to be laid upon the occasion of the re- 
turn of our fleet to that historic spot. ‘Having read 
your comments upon the present work of Admiral Evans 
in the issue of Oct. 10,” says our correspondent, “I am 
more than ever impressed that he should lay the corner- 
stone of the Colossus that is to immortalize in the ree- 
ords of naval annals the several great events which have 
taken place in these waters of America; and I believe 
that the Colossus should be as great, if not greater, than 
the Statue of Liberty on Bedloe’s Island, New York har- 
bor.” Our correspondent suggests a popular subscrip- 
tion for erecting the statue.

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On Sept. 24 the operation of the old age pension law 
began in England. Its workings are of interest to mili- 
tary people, as it has been said the cost involved will ne- 
cessitate a cut in army and navy appropriations. In 
Portsmouth out of a population of 210,000. about 800 only 
were eligible, although there are 3,000 over seventy years 
old in the city. The forms are filled up now but will be in- 
vestigated between now and New Year’s, when the pen- 
sions are payable. When the first rush is over in Ports- 
mouth, it is not believed there will be many more than 
100 applicants for pensions per annum. Conditions there 
are typical of the average English city.

There is a decided interest in Army and aeronaut- 
ical circles to learn what progress Lieutenant Selfridge, 
who lost his life while riding with Mr. Orville Wright 
in the Wright aeroplane, had made on his report on the 
work that had been done at Hammondsport and in Nova 
Scotia on Prof. Bell’s tetrahedral aeroplane. Lieutenant 
Selfridge made no report up to the time of his death to 
the Chief Signal Officer of the Army of the experiments 
of which he was a witness. It is not known whether he 
left ameng his effects any data or any parts of a written 
report. 
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A private letter, dated Panama, Sept. 24, from an 
employee of the Isthmian Canal Commission, who is a 
foreigner, says: “It is not easy for a foreigner to get a 
job here now. The demand for labor is diminishing and 
foreigners are being discharged generally in order to make 
room for Americans. This is on account of the bad 
times in the States and is quite just. Foreigners, how- 
ever, can get work on the silver basis, but that is prac 
tically half the wages of those on the gold basis,” 
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In speaking of the military parade in Philadelphia, 
Pa., Oct. 5 last, in connection with the Founders’ Week 
celebration, the Philadelphia Inquirer says: “Taking 
both bodies, Army and Guard, as they appeared in the 
parade, the marching and bearing of the Guard compared 
very favorably with that of their professional brethren. 
There was enough diversity in the uniforms to obviate 
the former monotonous passing of thousands of men all 
clad alike. The main difference, as shown, that in 
which the Regulars were far above the Guardsmen, was 


in the non-commissioned officers. The Army’s chevron 
wearers have a setup, a confident swagger, and a thor- 
ough ‘I’m-the-sure-enough-real-thing,’ which was almost 
entirely absent from the Guard orgarizations. Of course 
the Regular non-coms. are men, generally of long serv- 
ice, as the half-chevrons on the coat cuffs attested. An- 
other thing was the fact that a very large percentage 
of the Army contingent was under the command of non- 
commissioned officers. There could be nothing more tell- 
ing, nor a condition better emphasized, as to the paucity 
of commissioned officers on duty with their respective 
units, than the parade of last Monday. Platoon and 
platoon, and company following company, were entirely 
shy of commissioned officers. With such a state of af- 
fairs the non-coms. rapidly develop, under the responsi- 
hility of command, something the Guard non-coms. seldoin 
get a chance to practice.” The San Francisco Chronicle, 
speaking of the Camp of Instruction at Atascadero, Cal., 
says: “The shortage of officers in the Army is exemplified 
by the fact that of the 150 officers in the full quota of the 
organizations here in camp there are only 107 commis- 
sioned officers, including the umpires and the staff. While 
each regiment should have three majors in the full com- 
plement, there is only one major in the whole camp at- 
tached to a Regular organization. No company has more 
than two commissioned officers and several are command- 
ed by lieutenants. Captains are serving as majors and 
there are companies with but one officer. The 8th Infan- 
try has twenty-six officers in commard, when it should 
have fifty-one, and the 20th is equally short.” It is to 
be noted that of the 107 commissioned officers re- 
ported at this camp only ninety-two belong to the or- 
ganizations of Regular troops here; in other words, only 
about sixty per cent. are present.

In our issue of Sept. 12, page 46, mention was made 
of the complaint of Pacific coast navigation companies 
against the demoralization in shipping circles caused 
by foreign ships taking coal supplies for American war- 
ships to the Pacific and then being free to compete there 
for the carrying of commercial cargoes. Shipping Illus- 
trated calls attention to the presence in this country 
of Mr. Reapel Kondo, president of the heavily sub- 
sidized Japanese steamship line known as the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, the largest navigation company in Japan. 
The Nippon line was begun in 1885 and Mr. Kondo has 
been at the head since 1895. There has been talk in 
Seattle, Wash., that one purpose of his visit is _to pur- 
chase the steamship Minnesota, of the Great Northern 
Railroad Company, which is said to have been averaging 
fewer than thirty passengers and less than 1,000 tons 
of cargo per trip acrosd the Pacific. An interesting 
feature of the situation is that while the head of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha is visiting this country, forty 
Pacific coast merchants, who recently left San Fran- 
cisco on one of the steamers of the same line, are now 
in Japan endeavoring to stimulate trade with that coun- 
try. If Japan is so early to get a control of the steam- 
ship trade of the Pacific, some lukewarm statesmen 
may awake to the important role the Pacific is soon to 
play in the future destiny of the Republic. However, the 
friends of the American merchant marine ascribe the 
present unpromising shipping outlook to unfavorable 
legislation by Congress, which in the changing moods of 
eur national legislators may take a more encouraging 
form before long. 
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Answering the oft-heard question, “What’s the matter 
with our Army?” Major Charles BE. Woodruff, Medical 
Corps, U.S.A., gives in Leslie’s Weekly the bald uncom- 
promising answer, “Its soldiers are badly treated.” He 
illustrates his argument with pictures taken at Fort 
Wadsworth, N.Y., to prove his contention. These photo- 
graphs show “a casemate bedroom in which rain water 


runs down the walls and over the floors,” the water 
streaks being plainly visible: “little slits of masonry in 
the post walls which serve as windows for admitting light 
and air into bedrooms”; “casemate bedroom in which 
fire must be kept in stove, even in summer, to keep shoes, 
ete., from molding”; “interior of Fort Wadsworth show- 
ing how the casemates have been used for living quarters 
for troops on duty along the New York Narrows” ; “rough, 
wooden building through which snow creeps and rain 
beats, used to house a company of soldiers”; “top of the 
old fort showing the grass and earth which collect and 
hold the water whenever it rains.” It is a relief to turn 
from the disagreeable pictures presented by Major Wood- 
ruff’s pen and camera to another page of the same issue 
(Oct. 1) where are large reproductions of photographs 
showing the airy tents in the “school of instruction in 
military tactics in camp at Fort Riley, Kas.,” a group 
picture of Brig. Gen. John B. Kerr, U.S.A., commanding 
the camp, and his staff of officers. 
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An interesting illustrated description of the battle of 
Gettysburg by Adjt. Howard E. Parker was given on 
Oct. 8 under the auspices of the Joint Committee of Civic 
and Military Associations of the Bronx, New York city, 
for the benefit of the Bronx monument fund. The Joint 
Committee of Military and Civic Associations of the 
Bronx was created for the purpose of raising a fund to 
defray the expenses of erecting a monument to mark the 
spot in old West Farms Cemetery, where rest the remains 
of a number of brave soldiers of the Civil War who died 
on the battlefield for our country and flag. The commit- 
tee desires to remind the people that in every city, town, 
village or hamlet, from Mason and Dixon’s line north to 
Canada, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, can be found 
some monument raised in honor of those who died that 
the country might live, except in the great Borough of the 
Bronx. The associations are under the patronage of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, The Army and Navy Union, 
U.S.A.; Spanish War Veterans, Sons of Veterans, La- 
dies’ Auxiliaries and Relief Corps, Ladies of the G.A.R., 
N.S. Board of Trade, Taxpayers’ Alliance, 2d Battery 
N.Y., and various business and social associations and 


prominent citizens. Charles F. Mehltretter, 703 Tre- 
mont avenue, Bronx, N.Y., is secretary. 
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A treatise on the “Displacement of the Center of Grav- 
ity of the Horse, Equilibrium and Aids of the Rider,” by 
Lieutenant General van Helden, senior inspector of cav- 
alry of Holland, and A.D.C. to the King, is well trans- 
lated from the French by Lieut. E. Engel, 9th U.S. Cav. 
It appears in the October Journal of the U.S. Cavalry 
Association, with many illustrations of the anatomy. 
Many old theories are disputed, such as that if a horse 
does not obey one rein, the resistance is from the same 
side. The author contends the opposite is true. If the 
horse, for example, does not give to the right rein, it is 
from the left side that he resists by contracting the mus- 
cles of that side. Hence it is true that the resistance ac- 
cumulates in the easy side and not in the other, as gen- 
erally supposed. The effect of different positions of the 
rider on the distributing of weight on the fore and hind 
quarters of the mount is discussed with the assistance of 
tables, as is the subject of the center of gravity in the 
horse alone and with the rider. 








The Journal of the Royal United Service Institution 
for August has for its frontispiece a fine full-page illus- 
tration of the United States first-class armored cruiser 
Maryland, 13,680 tons, 23,000 horse-power, twenty-two 
knots speed. This is the description given of the vessel: 
Armor Protection: Complete Krupp steel belt, 7 feet 
G inches wide; for 244 feet amidships, it is 6 inches 
thick on top, 5 inches on bottom; on bow and stern, 3.5 
inches. Above belt to upper deck for 232 feet, 5 inches. 
Athwart ship’s bulkheads, 4-inch; casemates, 5-inch; 
deck, 4-inch on slopes, 1.5-inch on flat; barbettes and 
turrets, 6-inch; with 6.5-inch port plates; ammunition 
tubes, 3-inch ; conning tower, 9-inch; signal tower, 5-inch. 
Cellulose belt. Armament: Four 8-inch, 45-caliber guns, 
in pairs, in turrets; fourteen 6-inch, 50-caliber Q.F. 
guns; eighteen 14-pounder, 50-calibers, with 30 smaller 
and machine guns, and two submerged torpedo tubes. 
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American naval officers who may have oceasion to 
visit British ports will be interested in a recent decision 
on the etiquette of returning official visits. In August 
last the lieutenant governor, Major Gen. Robert Auld, 
returned the official visit of Captain Rouyer, of the 
French training ship Bougainville, when it was in port 
at Guernsey, through an officer acting as his A.D.C., 
whereupon the French captain threatened to leave port, 
deeming it a slight that the officer was not of rank cor- 
responding to his own. The lieutenant governor went on 
board to show no discourtesy was intended, and Captain 
Rouyer was mollified. The point of etiquette was re- 
ferred to the British Army Council, which has announced 
that General Auld acted in accordance with the regula- 
tions in sending his officer aboard. 


Major P. F. Straub, U.S.A., returned last week from 
his journey to Europe, where he went last July to attend 
the German army maneuvers and to attend the Hs- 
peranto Congress. Major Straub accompanied the 3d 
Army Corps in the maneuvers and had a most excellent 
opportunity to study the workings of the German meth- 
ods in the medical corps. The completeness and ef- 
ficiency of the corps surpassed his expectations and fur- 
nished an example that would have a distinct value to 
those who are striving to develop the United States Army 
Medical Corps into what it is recognized it should be 
for the most effective service in view of possible de- 
mands in case of foreign war or any emergency in the 
Philippines or elsewhere in the dependencies. 


The first railway ever used for military purposes was 
one of standard gauge laid in 1855 from Balaklava to the 
plateau on which the siege works were constructed in the 
Crimean war. Although this line was laid by a civilian 
contractor, it marked the introduction of trench tram- 
ways as part of the regular work of the Engineer Corps 
of Great Britain in siege operations and led to the study 
in the Royal Engineers of steam and locomotive engineer- 
ing generally. The above statement as to priority of mili- 
tary railways is made in the September Royal Engineers 
Journal of London by Lieut. Col. B. R. Ward, Royal 
Engineers. 
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So heated had become the controversy over the ques- 
tion whether universal compulsory military training in 
Great Britain meant compulsory service in the army and 
navy, Field Marshal Lord Roberts was impelled to write 
a letter to the Army and Navy Gazette, as president of 
the National Service League. to point out that while that 
society was working for obligatory military training for 
every able-bodied youth, it had always maintained “that 
the navy and the regular army must continue to be volun- 
tarily recruited.” 
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The Sun reports that Dr. Lee De Forest, working 
ander instructions from the Admiralty, concluded Oct, 1 
very successful tests of wireless telephony between war- 
ships in Portsmouth harbor. Dr. De Forest operated 
the transmitter on board the cruiser Furious, while Mrs. 
De Forest was at the receiver on the schoolship Vernon, 
both of which vessels were steaming at full speed fifty 
miles apart. As a result of the tests Admiral Gamble, 
who superintended them, has recommended that the Ad- 
miralty install two complete sets of instruments.

A new military pack, invented by Capt. Frederick C. 
Harriman, of the 12th N.Y., is being tried at West Point, 
N.Y., and at Governors Island, N.Y. A number of 
soldiers who have served in active campaigning in Cuba 
and the Philippines, who have worn the pack on a prac- 
tice march, say it is superior to any equipment that they 
have yet had. The Russian military attaché at Wash- 
ington, it is understood, has recommended the adoption 
of the pack for the Russian army.

There was a hopeful sign in France the other day when 
a statue to Lazare, the pioneer advocate of justice to Cap- 
tain Dreyfus, was dedicated at Nimes without any out- 
break of anti-Dreyfus venom, except a vain attempt by 
Daudet’s son to start a riot. This may be an indica- 
tion that the French are waking up to the fact that their 
army has a larger duty to perform than the cherishing of 
a feud that should never have been begun. 
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REPORT OF BRIG. GEN. A. L. MILLS. 


Sharp criticism of the system of inspection in his de- 
partment is a conspicuous feature of the annual report 
of Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of Luzon, P.I. “A department commander, says 
General Mills, “to keep himself properly informed of 
the conditions in his command, should have an officer 
on his staff for inspection duty who should be under his 
sole orders and one who would be willing to work in har- 
mony with his endeavors and wishes. The office of this 
officer also should be one of record, to insure prompt 
and ready reference. I earnestly urge that an officer of 
the Inspector General’s Department be assigned for 
duty in this department.” 

There were 311 trials by general courts-martial, of 
which two were of commissioned officers, who were con- 
victed. Seventeen Scouts were tried by general courts- 
martial as against 292 Americans, and 452 Scouts were 
tried by summary courts as against 3,712 American sol- 
diers. One thousand nine hundred and ninety-six and 
5,950, respectively, was the strength of Scout and Ameri- 
ean soldiers in the department. During the year a suc- 
cessful effort was made to reduce the number of trials 
by summary court, with a result that the percentage 
of trials has been brought, probably, much below that for 
the Army. The method of reducing the trials was to 
impress commanding officers with the importance of 
more carefully scrutinizing charges and using disciplinary 
measures more freely. The report does not share the 
belief that these trials have been due to inexperienced 
company commanders. It is the older and more experi- 
enced officer who is responsible. 

The amendment of paragraph 992, Army Regulations, 
made by G.O. 42, War Dept., March 1, 1907, has greatly 
increased the clerical labor in the office of the Judge Ad- 
vocate. 

Quartermaster supplies are now being received more 
promptly than was the case last year. It would seem 
that delays could be very much reduced if supplies of 
articles in common use could be kept on hand at the 
San Francisco depot. Ii is recommended that a larger 
supply of parts of mowing machines and lawn mowers 
be kept on hand in Manila to be issued promptly when 
required to keep down the mosquito pest. The supplies 
of clothing have been adequate and the quality generally 
good, though the American khaki is still justly a subject 
of much complaint on account of its fading after wash- 
ing and being too heavy. The clothing made in the 
Philippines from English khaki is highly recommended 
at all posts where it has been issued. 

The furnishing of a water supply at Camp Stotsenburg, 
Pampanga, is needed. Proper quarters must be provided 
for the regimental headquarters and three batteries of 
field artillery serving in this department. It is recom- 
mended that quarters be prepared at Fort William Mc- 
Kinley, Rizal. 

Other quarters are required; there is a deficiency in 
cavalry and officers’ mounts, amounting to 200 horses, in 
the 9th Cavalry. Suitable pack horses are required for 
the machine-gun platoons. The Australian horses are 
not satisfactory and are unbroken and immature. For 
$20 to $25 a head more suitable horses could have been 
obtained and this would be a measure of economy. The 
old and worn-out cavalry mounts furnished infantry offi- 
cers make their riders appear ridiculous and thus affect 
discipline. A khaki helmet for garrison wear is recom- 
mended. This would, without question, prevent head- 
aches and slight attacks of heat-strokes now common. 

The supplying of the posts of this department with 
rations, sales stores, fresh meat and vegetables, has, with 
certain exceptions, been satisfactory. Two months’ sup- 
plies are now kept on hand at every post, instead of three 
months’. The year shows a gratifying reduction in 
losses through deterioration of subsistence stores, as the 
result of more efficient supervision. The gain made in 
the last year amounts to $1,042.75. It is recommended 
that a more liberal policy be adopted in supplying troops 
with fruit and sugar-cured meats, which are more palata- 
ble than salt-cured. If a definite amount of space in 
transports leaving the United States were reserved for 
forwarding these supplies and the purchasing officers at 
San Francisco were required to fill this space with them, 
the needs of the troops in the tropics could be easily 
met. 

The following recommendations of the chief commis- 
sary are concurred in, and with the recommendation that 
consideration be given to the question of putting them 
into effect throughout the Army: That commissaries at 
posts be also placed in charge of the post bakeries; that 
it would be wise to turn over the ice-making and cold 
storage plants to the Subsistence Department and to have 
that department purchase and install the machinery 
and equipment in the same manner as is done in post 
bakeries; that meanwhile these cold storage plants be 
modernized by installing in each one overhead rails and 
trolley hooks, which will reduce cost of handling seventy- 
five per cent. and increase the quantity that can be stored 
by twenty-five per cent. over the present antiquated 
method of hanging from ceiling hooks. 

The health conditions in the department show an im- 
provement over that of the previous year. The admis- 
sion of sick per thousand being 1,348 as against 1,600 
for the fiscal year 1907. The greater per cent. of sick- 
ness arises from malaria and other preventable diseases. - 
The former would be reduced one-half if all quarters 
occupied by troops were screened, and sufficient funds for 
this purpose should be obtained. A serious epidemic of 
cholera exists (date of report June 30) in the province 
of Pangasinan, which for a time threatened the post of 
Camp Gregg, situated therein, two cases having appeared 
among its garrison of Philippine Scouts. Two officers 
doing mapping work in the province were also stricken 
and taken to Camp Gregg. Through the energetic meas- 
ures of the chief surgeon of the department the danger 
was averted and the cases confined to the ones above men- 
tioned. He personally inspected Camp. Gregg and 
promptly brought to an end unsanitary conditions in the 
vicinity by his tact and judgment in dealing with and 
enlisting the assistance of the municipal authorities of 
the adjacent pueblos. 

Statistics of the department show that colored troops 
suffer more from diseases than white troops and there- 
fore are not so well fitted constitutionally for service 
in the tropics. A comparison of yearly percentages 
shows non-effectiveness of white troops, due to general 
causes, ‘to have been 30.26 to 61.04 among the colored 
troops. Steps have been taken to provide for a more 
thorough physical examination of recruits for the Scouts. 
Part of the report of the chief surgeon of the department 
is thus quoted: “One hundred and twenty-nine men were 
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during the fiscal year who had been but recently trans- 
ferred. The majority of these men came from regiments 
about to return to the States, and transferred for their 
own convenience, having little or no interest in hospital 
work. The principal reasons were to avoid drawing a 
clothing outfit on their arrival in San Francisco, and 
to secure mileage. A desire to remain in the Islands 
in order to continue relations with queridas also inspired 
a large number. On the whole the services of these 
men are unsatisfactory and they do not take any interest 
in learning the duties of that important branch of the 
Service.” .General Mills recommends that only soldieis 
of very good character and of good health, who can show 
that they intend to remain in the Islands, be permitted 
to transfer to incoming regiments. 

The recommendation of the chief surgeon that crema- 
tories be installed to dispose of the waste of the post is 
approved. 

The refiort recommends that the gold medal cot be im- 
mediately substituted by the new quartermaster bunk. 
The cots are so narrow that parts of the body exposed 
to the sides of the bars are bitten by mosquitoes, thus 
causing infection which brings on fever. 

The chief paymaster’s recommendation, that a substan- 
tial increase be given to paymasters’ clerks, is concurred 
in, but extended to include a substantial increase in the 
salaries of all of the high grade clerks of the War De- 
partment. 

Sufficient time has not elapsed since the close of the 
target season 1908 in which to permit of the compilation 
of reports. 

Training of troops is laid down in General Orders, 
No. 16, Headquarters Philippines Division, series 1907. 
Experience in enforcing the requirements of this order 
having demonstrated the necessity therefor, it has been 
modified in several particulars, viz.: When post com- 
manders decide such action is necessary they can order 
inore than one close order drill a week; the compulsory 
requirement that the pack must be carried at extended 
order drill has been modified, as has also the require- 
ment of relieving all men on special duty at the expira- 
tion of two months’ service. The general results now 
attained under the order are fairly satisfactory. In sev- 
eral posts of the department, however, conditions will 
not permit the requirement of the order regarding swim- 
ming and night operation. G.O. 16, 1907, for the train- 
ing of troops, should be modified, and provision made for 
more clese order drill. It is further recommended that 
all practice marches be discontinued during the rainy 
season and that the weekly practice marches required 
be authorized te be made in light marching order. [t 
is also recommended that paragraph 7(a) of G.O. 177, 
War Dept.. 1907, the blanket roll be not carried during 
the skirmish fire—a recommendation that the report be- 
lieves will meet with general approval throughout the 
Army. It is recommended that the overcoat be omitted 
in this climate. 

The reports of the three commanding officers of in- 
fantry regiments serving in the department, and also 
of Brigadier General Pershing, commanding the brigade 
post of Fort William McKinley, show that all these 
officers favor doing away with the present infantry pack 
or reducing it to meet with climatic conditions. Gen- 
eral Pershing’s report covers the matter and is as fol- 
lows: “In the Philippines for efficient and willing service 
the clothing should be as light as possible, having a due 
regard to the changes of the temperature that the men 
feel at night, and the pack should be practically elimi- 
nated. ‘The following, including what the soldier wears, 
appears to be all that is necessary: one suit of under- 
clothing; two pairs of socks; one pair of shoes; one 
pair of breeches, khaki; one pair leggins, canvas; one 
flannel shirt, light-weight, khaki colored; one campaign 
hat, light-weight and ventilated; one water-proof shelter 
half, without pins or pole; one haversack, half the size 
of the present one, containing meat can, knife, fork, 
spoon, tin cup, comb, soap, towel and talcum powder; 
one canteen; one first aid packet.” General Pershing 
further recommends that the phrase “practice march” 
should be omitted on the grounds that it creates a false 
impression in the minds of both officers and men and 
implies drudgery, and suggests the phrase “tour of field 
duty” instead. 

The Philippine Scouts continue to demonstrate the 
fact that they are efficient and excellent soldiers for duty 
in the Islands. An increase in their number will dimin- 
ish just that much the amount of regular infantry neces- 
sary in the Archipelago and the added expense of main- 
taining such. A provision for the retirement of Scout 
officers after faithful service should now be made. The 
recommendations of the last report regarding the care to 
be given to the selection and appointment of Scout offi- 
cers, and that relating to the pay and equipment of the 
Scouts themselves are renewed. ‘The generous action of 
Congress in providing an increase of pay is sincerely 
appreciated by both officers and men and especially in the 
grade of non-commissioned officer, which now offers the 
incentive of a good career.” 

The following recommendations, made in the last re- 
port, are renewed: “The experience of another year only 
emphasizes the more the desirability of continuing efforts 
to secure legislation giving additional. officers for the 
Army to provide for details; the provision of an army 
service corps: and lastly, until absolute prohibition be- 
comes an actual fact threughout the United States, the 
restoration to the post exchanges of the Army the right 
to furnish beer to soldiers.” 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN NATIONAL MATCH. 


Important changes in the program for the National 
Rifle Matches will probably be made at the next annual 
meeting of the National Board for the Promotion of Rifle 
Practice. A number of novel suggestions have been ad- 
vanced, all being intended to relieve the situation in- 
cident to the winning of the first four places in the 
Nationa] LTeam Match by the teams representing the 
Regular Service. So much distinction in the rifle world 
accompanies the winning of these prizes that the differ- 
ent branehes of the Services entered into the contest 
with great spirit. The Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
collected their most expert marksmen from all quarters 
and spent months in selecting and training the teams 
which finally represented them. 

The National Guard teams feel that they are at a 
disadvantage under the present rules, as they are neces- 
sarily restricted as to time, while the Regular Service 
teams are not. Again, the Cavalry and Infantry teams, 
which represent the Army, are chosen from fifty or sixty 
men who are regularly instructed in marksmanship and 
whose pay is increased in proportion to their skill with 
the rifle. On the other hand, such teams as those from 
Oklahoma, Utah, Arizona, Wyoming, and other of the 
States where the National Guard are numerically weak, 
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are selected from a few hundred men whose instruction 
and opportunity to practice are necessarily limited. 

{n many cases the states do not possess ranges of over 
six hundred yards, and yet their teams are compelled 
to shoot against the cracks of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and of such states as Massachusetts, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Ohio, all of which are 
equipped with excellent ranges. 

The National Guard is, as a whole, anxious to try 
conclusions with the Army and other Service teams, but 
there is a growing desire to see conditions adjusted so 
that the weaker states will have a better chance. Among 
the suggestions advanced is that two prizes shall be set 
aside for the Service teams and that four prizes shall 
be distributed to the National Guard teams, all to shoot 
at the same time and place and under similar conditions. 
{t is understood that this plan is followed in English 
matches where the volunteers are not expected to cope 
with the regulars, or the reserves with either the vol- 
unteers or regulars. 

Another plan which meets with considerable favor pro- 
vides for dividing the contestants into three divisions, 
the first two to consist of seventeen teams each and the 
third of the remainder. At Camp Perry, Ohio, this year, 
there were fifty teams, of twelve men each, entered in 
the National Match, representing forty-five states and ter- 
ritories, the Army, Navy and Marine Corps and the 
Naval Academy. Under the proposed scheme the first 
seventeen teams would be entered next summer in the 
first division, the next seventeen in the second division, 
and the remaining sixteen, with a!l new entries, in the 
third division. Prizes would be offered to each division, 
and there would be a constant struggle among the teams 
in each division and of the teams to get from the third 
into the second er the second into the first division. 





EFFECTS OF TROPICAL CLIMATE. 

Ethnology and biology owe a debt of graduate to the 
military systems of the world if for nothing else than 
the light that is being thrown by Army and Navy sur- 
geons on the effects of tropical climate on the white race. 
This is becoming increasingly popular as a subject of 
medical research. One of the latest explorers in this 
wide ficld is Capt. William A. Wickline, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., who in the October Military Surgeon puts down 
the results of certam observations made in accordance 
with the examinations ordered by Col. Charles B. Byrne, 
Chief Surgeon. Philippines Division, into the condition 
of troops cn their arrival in the Islands and every six 
months thereafter during their stay. The 7th U.S. Cav- 
alry is used as an illustration. One hundred and four 
men, including twenty-two officers, of this regiment were 
selected for observation. Forty-three were blonds, fifty- 
nine brunettes and two American Indians. After six 
months eighty-two men showed a loss in weight and 
fifteen a gain. Eighty-six per cent. show a decrease in 
Examination of 
the nervous system gave a “sufficient amount of evi- 
dence to show that unquestionably the nervous system 
of the majority of white troops, serving in the Islands, 
is more or less affected, producing and exaggerating the 
tendency to neurasthenia and mental irritability, and to 
develop other nervous diseases in those who possess a 
predisposition. At the second examination eighteen per 
cent. complained of these symptoms, at the third exami- 
nation thirty-three per cent., and at the fourth forty-seven 
per cent. The duties performed by these men were not 
more arduous than at posts in the United States. 

No material increase in organic lesions of the heart 
or any change in the structure of the arteries has been 
noted, yet it seems probable that a long period of serv- 
ice might increase the tendency in that direction. As 
to blonds and brunettes, Captain Wickline has not been 
able to find any marked difference in their physical con- 
dition, both types seeming to be about equally susceptible 
to the climatic influences of the Islands, but he admits 
that a comparative study of these types in those who 
have been in the tropics longer would be interesting. 
It is observed that of the thirty-six under examination 
who had previous tropical service in Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines, only in those showing continuous 
tropical service is there any appreciable difference in 
their physical condition noticeable. Tables showing the 
ehanges in hemoglobin, leucocytes, ete., accompany the 
paper. 





MACHINE-GUN PLATOONS. 


The discussion of the machine-gun platoon is con- 
tinued in the October Journal of the United States Cav- 
alry Association by Lieut. Henry J. Reilly, 13th Cav., 
and Lieut. Frederick J. Herman, 9th Cav. Their papers 
are called out by the article published last July by Col. 
James Parker, 11th Cav., who said that after tests he 
had come to the conclusion that machine-gun platoons 
are less effective than a platoon of the same number oi 
sharpshooters armed merely with rifles. The original 
essay and the two replies relate chiefly to the relative 
efficiency of a machine-gun platoon as organized in our 
Service and a‘platoon of cavalry. Lieutenant Reilly 
gives a table showing the comparative work of two in- 
fantry and two cavalry organizations and concludes from 
it that Colonel Parker’s views were not sustained. Ad- 
mitting it is true that a platoon of cavalry can go into 
action more quickly than a machine-gun platoon, Lieuten- 
ant Reilly thinks there is probably not a platoon com- 
mander in the Service who has not plans for altering 
the present cumbersome equipment, so that these guns 
may be put in action in much less time than that now 
necessary. Nor cau he see any reason why machine- 
gun platoons should not keep up.with cavalry at any 
gait. In one of the last night maneuvers the platoon of 
the 13th Cavalry trotted six miles at the regulation 
gait without halting, and came to the walk but once, 
and then only for fifty yards at a bad railway crossing, 
without in any way damaging the mules. No difficulty 
has been experienced at any time in keeping up with 
the squadron. Far from the machine gun being limited 
to use in a prepared defensive position, it is capable of 
considerable use with cavalry. It’ is frequently neces- 
sary for the different units of a cavalry screen to de- 
termine whether they are confronted by a small force 
merely trying to delay them, or a force capable of seri- 
ous effort. The fire from a couple of machine guns 
would settle the question in a short time without it be- 
ing at all necessary for any unit to become seriously in- 
volved. On outpost, particularly at night, machine guns 
ean be advantageously used. They could be placed on 
roads, the traversing device clamped. Then by slowly 
changing his elevation the gunner could cover the road 
in a way that would prevent any body of troops ad- 
yancing over it. Machine guns by their volume of fire 


enable a cavalry commander to reduce the number of 
dismounted men used as a containing force. By their fire 
at long range they could compel an attacking cavalry 
to deploy much earlier than it otherwise would. 
Lieutenant Herman points out that the jamming of the 
belt in the Parker tests was due to the use of faulty 
1903-04 ammunition. As to the contention that continu- 
ous fire is impossible, Lieutenant Herman says he has 
seen his own platoon and the platoons of six other regi- 
ments fire continuously for 750 rounds with two changes 
of belts, at the rate of 600 shcts per minute, and in the 
instances where this rate was not equaled it was invari- 
ably caused by lack of adjustment, showing inexperience 
and lack of expert qualification in their special arm. He 
gives several tables showing the number of hits made 
in tests. His general conclusion is that the machine 
gun should be separated from the cavalry and infantry 
where it is not wanted; that the organizations be mount- 
ed and reorganized as a separate arm where its tactical 
uses may be developed and its personnel become expert. 





IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Chronic faultfinders may perhaps see personal mirror- 
ings in this good-bye of the Manila Times to a certain 
critic of the existing order in general, on his departure 
for the United States: “The range of his discontent with 
the fixed order is limited only by the outer walls of the 
universe. At home the Republic is wrong. In the Congo 
he was with Leopold to a finish. Had nature and his 
mother set him down in Manchuria he would have been 
a Hunhutze. If in Germany he would have been an ir- 
reconcilable Alsatian, in France a monarchist, in Ireland 


a Fenian, in Turkey an Armenian, in Morocco a Pre- 
tender, among Republicans a Democrat, among Democrats 
a Republican, among Prohibitionists a tippler, among 
tipplers a prohibitionist. He is Minority. He is the 
Trreducible Minimum. Will he attack the Philippines? 
Sure, Mike. And then he will turn and rend the foolish 
persons who come to his support. He is liable to tell 
the angel who leads him up the pearly stairs that the 
pearls are not mates, that the use of so much gold is a 
discrimination against silver at the proper ratio, and that 
he left things in bad shape down below. And Heaven 
itself will eventually prove very trying to him.” Yet 
“he is amusing, sprightly, his smile lights the drab halls 
of science; his discontent has never gone to his stomach, 
his system is bileless.” 

On the occasion of the recent dedication of Barrett 
Hall, under the title, “Bravo! Eighteenth Infantry!” the 
Cablenews-American of Manila sings the praises of the 
enlisted man in part as follows: “Hundreds of privates 
have sacrificed their all to make the reputation of an 
officer here. Now there has come an instance of privates 
sacrificing themselves to erect a monument to the memory 
of one of their own number. Given a tumbledown shack 
in which to hold their religious services, to house their 
simple forms of amusements, to serve as their place of 
recreation, the enlisted men of the 18th Infantry have 
erected at Camp Keithley a sightly and commodious edi- 
fice in which they may praise their God or break the 
monotony of their routine with friendly intercourse. 
From the pittance given them for pay they have given 
their mite so that with the whole a suitable building 
might be constructed. When the building was ready for 
occupancy they named it in honor of one of their own 
number, a man who had been a good private, a good 
corporal, a good sergeant; a man who had faithfully 
worn the livery of his country fourteen years and died 
bravely carrying forward the orders of his commander- 
in-chief. Barrett Hall is more than a memorial to Ist 
Sergt. Henry Barrett: it marks the beginning of a new 
era, and in building it the soldiers of the 18th Infantry 
have not only done honor to one of their own, but have 
erected a monument to the enlisted man of the Army, 
ey sarees on which all military success must be 
uilt. 

The Esperanto Society of Manila has 700 members. 

The hemp receipts 6f hoth Manila and Cebu for the 
present year continue to show a great improvement over 
the same period last year. While the total receipts at 
the two ports amounted to 612,380 bales from Jan. 1 to 
Aug. 24 last year, the receipts for the same period this 
year show 635,646 bales. Shipments to the United 
Kingdom have also increased somewhat over 12,000 dur- 
ing that period, showing 266,902 bales for this year as 
against 254,670 bales for 1907. Exports to the Pacific 
coast have also shown an improvement and amount to 
40,564 bales against 28,450 bales for last year. Ship- 
ments to continental ports also show a gratifying in- 
crease, there having been a total of 37,239 bales this year 
against no shipments for the same period last year. On 
Aug. 25 there were also ready for shipment 23,000 
bales of hemp, of which 13,000 bales were from Cebu 
for Boston and New York, 2,000 to go to Europe and 
8,000 bales to go to the United Kingdom. 

Discoursing on the difficulties of combating rinderpest, 
Professor Law, of the veterinary division of the Bureau 
of Agriculture, is quoted by the Manila Times as saying 
that because of the four methods of stamping out in- 
fectious diseases, killing the infected animals, prohibiting 
importation of diseased stock, quarantine and vaccina- 
tion, the veterinary division has been able to use only 
the two last mentioned, there has been little progress 
made in stamping out this great cattle plague in the 
islands. The plea is for more veterinarians, more money, 
compulsory fencing in of each man’s cattle by himself, 
and the right of the veterinarian division to kill all dis- 
eased animals. 

About the first of the year Manila expects to be visited 
by the first Spanish squadron to appear in Manila since 
Admiral Dewey’s destrretion of the Spanish fleet. 

A report of the Public Health Service states that about 
12,000 victims of cholera have died in the Philippines 
since Jan. 1 last. Up to Aug. 15 there had been 12,316 
cases and 7,820 deaths, and since then the average 
number of deaths a week has been more than 500. These 
figures cover all the provinces, in many of which the 
conditions are much worse than in Manila. Discussing 
the situation Dr. McClintic says: “Conditions in Manila 
have improved. Cases of cholera continue to occur, 
but the disease shows very little tendency to spread. 
In all the cholera infected provinces, except I[loilo, an 
improvement has taken place.” A _ slight improvement 
in the cholera epidemic at Manila was reported to the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs Oct. 10 by Governor Genera! 
Smith. who cabled that during the twenty-fourhour 
period ended at eight o’clock that morning there were 
seven cases, and only two ‘cases were reported during 
the dav. 

_F. Theodore Rogers, of Manila. secretary to the Philip- 
pine delegate to the International Conference ‘on Naviga- 
tion, recently held in St. Petersburg, was interviewed 
in New York on his way back to Manila. Mr. Rogers, 
who’ was a Bostonian, went to the Philippines as a 
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volunteer and remained as a member of the Department 
of Education. He ridiculed the idea of law and order 
not prevailing there. To a New York Times reporter 
he said: “For ten years I have lived there and have 
never had any trouble. I have gone into the interior 
of the islands without so much as a penknife.” He la- 
ments the ignorance in America touching the Philip- 
pines and the want of capital to develop the resources 
of the country. In the islands are the greatest hemp 
producers in the world, but there is no rope factory of 
any size there. Most of the hemp goes to Live 

for distribution. The finest cocoanut groves in the 
world are there. There are vast quantities of copal 
gum for the making of varnish, yet varnish has to be im- 
ported. Rubber trees in the south part of the group 
grow wild, and yet they manufacture nothing from rub- 
ber. There are miles of the finest hardwood timber in 
the world, but nothing is being done with it. 

The work of the first Filipino Assembly is analyzed 
by Judge Charles S. Lobinger, an American member 
of the Philippine judiciary, in the current North Ameri- 
can Review. The laws enacted were not radical and the 
Assembly disappointed those who feared it would burden 
the statute books with unworkable laws. Only seventy- 
three laws were passed, including private and local 
bills. Nine related to education. The Assembly appro- 
priated $500,000 for new school houses, sums for training 
teachers, and the regular educational budget calling for 
$1,650,000. Moreover, it established the University of 
the Philippines to crown the popular educational sys- 
tem. The eagerness of the Assembly to make liberal 
provision for public education is an encouraging sign of 
the natives’ appreciation of the task before them. p 

The Philippines Division military athletic meet, begin- 
ning Jan. 11, 1909, will be preceded by a polo tourna- 
ment to commence Jan. 5, each cavalry regiment to be 
represented by a team of four players and two substi- 
tutes. The rules of the American Polo Association will 
govern the tournament and there will be no restriction 
as to the number of ponies. The special events of the 
meet will be: A: Steeplechase, 1 3-4 miles, open to all 
Army officers in the Philippines, any equipment, any gov- 
ernment horse or horse owned by Army officer, not neces- 
sarily rider, at least three months immediately preceding 
meet. B: Exhibition horsemanship, any feats rider 
chooses, open to two officers from each cavalry regiment, 
or battalion field artillery, selected by regimental and 
battalion commanders, and two other officers selected by 
department commander. Flat saddles and same rules as 
steeplechase regarding horses. C: One mile flat race, 
open to enlisted men of cavalry and field artillery, gov- 
ernment horse and equipment. D: Roman race, one 
mile, standing start, one entry from each troop of cav- 
alry and battery of artillery. E: Boxing, three rounds. 
F: Wrestling. G: Pack train contest, same rules as 
heretofore. H: Escort wagon contest, two wagons from 
each train complete. I: Dougherty wagon contest, four 
animals, mules or horses. 
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NAVY YARD NOTES. 


Fourteen commercial bodies representing interests 
about San Francisco Bay have combined to call the atten- 
tion of Secretary of the Navy Metcalf to conditions at 
the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., where the channel is 
said to be in need of dredging, requesting that he em- 
body in his forthcoming report to the President a recom- 
mendation for the appointment of the commission which 
will pass upon the advisability of establishing at Mare 
Island a great naval base for the Pacific. The bodies 
signing the appeal hope by furnishing an adequate navy 
yard to prepare the way for the maintenance of a strong 
fleet in the Pacific. 4 

The Engineering Record exhaustively describes the con- 
tractors’ plant and methods at drydock No. 2 at Mare 
Island, California. The constructing company has over- 
come the unusual difficulties so well that the completion 
of the dock within a year is predicted. Its size will be 
130 by 790 feet. The original plans called for a timber 
dock, but they were changed to provide for concrete. The 
Mare Island yard is on the right bank of Napa creek, a 
tidal estuary from San Pablo Bay, which is a part of San 
Francisco Bay, the yard being about twenty-five miles 
from the Golden Gate. Napa creek has a channel depth 
sufficient to accommodate the largest vessels of the Navy. 
The navy yard is on an area of comparatively low, flat 
ground, some of the buildings, in fact, having been erected 
partially on reclaimed land. The conditions prevailing 
at the site of the new dock have been unusually adverse 
The original contractor sought to unwater the site of the 
dock with an earth-fill and sheet-pile cofferdam of the 
ordinary type. This dam failed utterly. To keep the 
banks from falling away continuously and endangering 
the bordering yard shops as happened in the early work 
on drydock No. 4 in the New York Navy Yard, a con- 
struction was decided on to avoid the use of a cofferdam. 
This type of construction is believed to be unique in its 
application to a project of this magnitude. It consists 
of a row of vertical, tight sheet piling extending entirely 
around the site, nine feet outside the limits of the ma- 
sonry lines of the dock. This continuous row of sheet 
piling, 1,960 feet long, is practically water-tight against 
a head of nearly fifty feet, that is brought on it at high 
tide when the water is pumped out of the enclosed space. 
The piling thus forms an immense open caisson, the sides 
and ends of which are braced apart by a crib of framed 
timbers in five horizontal planes. This caisson, including 
the crib of framed braces, contains approximately four 
million feet of lumber. 

The present site of the navy yard at Philadelphia, 
Pa., was transferred to the U.S. Government for a navy 
yard, with all the improvements thereon, by the city of 
Philadelphia, Dec. 12, 1868, for the sum of $1. It con- 
tains about 1,000 acres, valued at about $1,000,000. 
Teague Island, where the yard is situated, is at the 
junction of the Delaware and Schuylkill Rivers, about 
four miles below the city of Philadelphia, and about 
100 miles from the north of the Delaware River. The 
advantages of this yard, in the order of their importance, 
are considered to be as follows: It has one of the finest 
concrete drydecks in the world; it has fresh water, which 
is also of excellent quality for boiler feed water; an 
unusual amount of water front: proximity to supplies 
of coal and iron: connection with railway lines, one of 
which runs into the yard, which enables material to be 
delivered direct from the source of supplies: the disad- 
vantage of ice in winter is overcome by the large reserve 
basin not affected by floating ice, and its distance from 





- sea affords. security from attack by a foreign enemy. 


An elaborate small arm rifle range is being constructed 
for the use of enlisted men. A deep reserve basin is be- 
ing dredged which, when completed, will cover an area 
of abont 100 acres. It is about 4.500 feet long and 1,000 
feet wide, giving a wharfage space. including nine slips, 
of about four miles in length. The unusual length of 


water front of this yard is about seven and one-half 
miles, more than the whole water front of the city of 
Philadelphia, and when the slips along the Delaware 
water front and in the back channel shall have been 
completed, the total water front available for vessels of 
all kinds will be about nine miles. It is expected that 
the citizens of Philadelphia will use every endeavor to 
secure a deep water channel of thirty-five feet from the 
sea to Philadelphia to insure safe navigation for the 
largest battleships. 





CONTRACT DENTAL SURGEONS. 
Berkeley, Cal., Oct. 1, 1908. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The Army Dental bill, now before Congress, has no 
limit of age for the contract dental surgeons who are to 
be transferred to the new corps with permanent commis- 
sions in the Army. Some of these gentlemen are of ad- 


vanced age, and one of them has already reached the age 
when naval officers are compelled to retire by law. If 
the bill passes in its present shape three dental surgeons 
will soon retire with the rank and pay of majors in the 
Army, each with the life-pension of over $200 a month, 
and one of them will have had less than two years of 
commissioned service. The others will become captains 
and lieutenants with due promotion to the rank and re- 
tiring pay of majors. All this is to be done by executive 
appointment, though such pensions, as will come to the 
one case mentioned, have heretofore been given only by 
special act of Congress, after due investigation of the 
services and claims of each particular case. Compare this 
provision for dental contract surgeons with that for the 
contract surgeons proper (not dentals), made by the 
Army Medical bill of last spring. We find that the lat- 
ter are given temporary commissions as lieutenants, prac- 
tically revocable at the will of the Surgeon General, with 
pay only when employed; with no retired list, no retired 
pay, and no promotion. When a contract surgeon proper 
(not dental) desires appointment in the permanent med- 
ical corps, he has to face a rigid limit of age fixed by law, 
and to pass severe physical and professional examina- 
tions. In the last forty years only three contract sur- 
geons have had the age limit removed for them, but they 
were very exceptional cases, One was totally disabled by 
wounds received in the Modoc War, another did eminent 
service at the risk of his life in Cuba, and the third had 
some thirty-odd years of faithful service as a contract 
surgeon. ‘These gentlemen received commissions as lieu- 
tenants and were immediately retired, but it required a 
special act of Congress to make one of them a major. 

It would seem that there can be no good reason for so 
highly favoring the dental contract surgeons above the 
contract surgeons proper (not dentals). The latter have 
had longer and harder service, a much higher and more 
expensive education, as a rule, and have vastly greater 
responsibility, since they must be competent to operate on 
any part of the human body (except the teeth), and have 
life and death in their hands every day of the year. 

Hoping that you will call attention to this feature of 
the proposed law, and urge its amendment so as to ad- 
mit the contract surgeons proper—now called the medical 
reserve corps—to the same status which the bill provides 
for the dental surgeons.

READJUSTMENT OF RANK. 
Army War College, Washington, Oct. 12, 1908. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In a recent issue of the JOURNAL you quoted exten- 
sively from an article by Colonel Crane in the Septem- 
ber-October number of the Journal of the Military Serv- 
ice Institution on “Readjustment of Rank,” and con- 
cluded by saying that “altruism in the matter of promo- 
tion is not the rule in a military service”; and you might 
have added, “nor in any other service or profession.” 
What a person has justly and legally acquired he is not 
apt voluntarily to surrender because some one else lays 
a claim thereto based upon the equities of life as they 
appear to him. 

This question of readjustment reminds one of the 
Irishman who joined the socialists. Meeting a friend the 
follewing colloquy occurred: 

“Pat. they tell me you have joined the socialists.” 

“That I have.” 

“Come now, Pat: you don’t really mean to tell me that 
you are a socialist.” 

“That I am.” 

“Now, Pat, if you had two fine houses on Broadway 
would you give me cone?” 

“That I would.” 

“Pat, if you had two fine horses would you give me 
one?” 

“That I would.” 

“Pat, if you had two cows would you give me one?” 

“That I would.” 

“Pat, if you had two goats would you give me one?” 

After a pause: “I would not; I’ve got two goats.” 

This is the attitude of myself and others who are op- 
posed toe this projected retroactive law; and, judging from 
the inquiries I am now receiving on this subject, their 
number would make a small legion. 

I regret to see the officers who are urging readjustment 
low in rank, and would heartily approve any proper 
measure that would give them the rank corresponding 
to their length of service, but I cannot consent to meas- 
ures that will deprive me and others of that to which 
we are justls and legally entitled. 

It is said that legally we have no case against the 
Government, as it can legislate for the common good ir- 
respective of the individual. Granted. Our Constitution 
effectively prevents the impairment of the obligation of 
contracts by the states, but there is no such check placed 
upon the general government; no check except that meas- 
ured by the general welfare. True, our lives, liberty 
and property cannot be taken away without due process 
of law, but is it not a viclent stretch of “due process” to 
take away from one individual a right of promotion in 
order to give it to some one else? 

The argrments for the proposed legislation are based 
upon the equities supposed to exist’ in favor of those 
seeking this personal advancement: but how can the 
doctrine of equities appeal to us who are familiar with 
the appointments made during the Spanish-American 
War and the subsequent Philippine Insurrection? In 
all of those appecintments and in those formerly made to 
the staff corps, has there been any attempt on the part 
of the Government to equalize promotion by favoring 
those gentlemen who have been unfortunate in their ad- 
vancement? Charity begins at home. 

_ There is another feature that evidently has been but 
lightlv considered: the precedent that would be established 
by this step should it become svecessful. The military 
and probably other services are full of what are claimed 


to be injustices resulting from the unequal operation of 


the laws. If these supposed inequalities can be remedied 
in one case they can be in another, and we may expect 
to see our legislative halls invaded by a multitude of 
claimants having similar equities to demand of the Goy- 
ernment. 

I have never been given an opportunity officially to 
express my views or to present my claims on this sub- 
ject, nor was it seriously called to my attention until 
recently. I therefore take this method of stating my 
own case as one example of the injustice that would 
be done by the proposed law. 

I was graduated in the class of ’81, standing nine in 
the class, and was recommended for the Ordnance, Artil- 
lery, Infantry and Cavalry. Five of my class were as- 
signed to the Engineers, giving me the fourth choice in 
the other arms of the Service. We were then assigned 
to regiments according to our own choice as determined 
by class standing. That was one of the strong induce- 
ments held out for good work at the Military Academy. 
At the time of my graduation there were five vacancies 
in sight in the 3d Cavalry, and I deliberately chose that 
regiment to secure that advantage toward promotion. 
My choice on the books at the Academy will be found 
to read, “8d Cavalry, any Artillery.” If I could not 
get the 3d Cavalry I wanted the Artillery and had a 
choice in any regiment of that arm. I was assigned 
to the 3d Cavalry, and in a little over three and one-half 
years was promoted, gaining all the advantage in the 
Cavalry that I now have. However, had I gone in the 
Artillery 1 would now be a lieutenant colonel. Neverthe- 
less, it is now proposed to take from me the advantage 
given me by class standing, an advantage which is said 
to have come through no merit of my own. 

There are twe ways in which this question of read- 
justment can be presented that I would not oppose: (1) 
That it be extended to all arms and corps of the Sery- 
ice, including generai officers; (2) that all officers affect- 
ed by this question be given rigid examinations and 
tests, their subsequent order of promotion to be determined 
by the relative efficiency shown. 

Please publish the above as a reply to the letters I 
am now receiving cn this subject.

DISCRIMINATION AGAINST ARMY DOCTORS. 


Oct. 8, 1908. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Seeing the many valuable efforts which you continually 
make for reforms in the Services, it occurs to me that 
it would be advisable to write you of a matter which re- 
acts rather severely on the Medical Corps of the Army, 
in the hope that ycu will bring the matter up for dis- 
cussion and expression of opinion in your JouRNAL. It 
has been repeatedly asserted that Congress intended to 
treat the two Services—the Army and Navy—alike and 
equalize the pay of the corresponding grades. That it 
acted most generously and @id so in most instances is 
true, but in the case of the Medical Corps of the two 
Services there is a marked difference. Under Section 
13 of the Navy Personnel Act of March 3, 1899, the 
Medical Cerps and Pay Corps of that Service are allow- 
ed, on being coimissioned, a credit of five years’ con- 
structive service, or, as we term it, one fogy. In com- 
puting their pay, therefore, they have an increase of ten 
per cent. over the same grades in the Army. This differ- 
ence will make a commission in the Navy worth about. 
seven or eight thousand dollars more than one in the 
Medical Corps of the Army, after twenty years’ service, 
if the amount should be placed in a bank at interest. 
The law which allows the constructive service is a good 
law, and if it applies to one Service it should be extended 
to the other. In that manner one would be eventually 
reimbursed for the expenses of education which the 
Academy graduates do not have to bear, but which are 
equally at the Government’s disposal at all times.

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Some. weird stories have been told of the trip of the 
submarines Octopus, Viper, Tarantula and Cuttlefish 
from the navy yard, New York, to Philadelphia, Pa., 
under convoy of the Scorpion. While the boats are not 
comfortable craft under the best of circumstances, the 
experiences of the vessels during the voyage from New 
York to Philadelphia, Pa., which appeared in the daily 
press were grossly exaggerated. According to these 
stories the little craft underwent a most hazardous ex- 
perience is a storm off Sandy Hook Thursday, Oct. 8, 
which no one discovered except the local color artist 
who writes tales of the sea. The holds, it was said, were 
awash with sea water, which in combination with the 
batteries and machinery generated a noxious gas which 
all but smothered the crews. The Viper and the Taran- 
tula, it was said, became separated from the rest of the 
fleet and great anxiety was felt during the hours that 
elapsed before they were picked up. The crews, it was 
reported, had little food and no sleep during the entire 
trip, so precarious was the situation. As to how much 
truth there was in the stories can be judged from an 
official report from Lieut. Charles E. Courtney, U.S.N., 
commanding the Second Torpedo Flotilla, covering the 
endurance run. He states that the voyage consumed 
about fifty-eight hours, of which twelve were spent at 
anchor at the Delaware Breakwater, and that about 
seven hours time was lost on account of fog. He fur- 
ther states there was no rough weather or high wind 
whatever, that the vessels aid crews were never in the 
slightest danger, that nobody was forced to stay below, 
that the conning tower hatches were open throughout the 
trip and the men moving around freely on deck, that no 
person showed any effect of poisonous gases at any time 
during the trip, and that none of the submarines was 
ever flooded with water in her interior. A report from 
the commanding officer of the Plunger states that that 
vessel left Newport at 6 p.m., Tuesday, Sept. 26, and 
proceeded under her own power throughout the trip, 
arriving at Philadelphia at 5 p.m., Thursday, Sept. 30. 
Rough weather was experienced throughout the trip, 
but the boat proved herself seaworthy, and her machin- 
ery functioned satisfactorily and without mishap. Total 
distance covered, 345 miles; time, 47 hours; average 
speed, 7.3 knots. 





The court ordered to convene at Fort Wayne for the 
trial of Col. Daniel Cornman, 7th Inf., and Capt. Charles 
G. French, of the same regiment, which was to have met 
Sept. 29, will meet Oct. 26. The court consists of Major 
Gen. Frederick D. Grant, Brig. Gens. Albert L. Myer, 
Earl D. Thomas, Charles Morton, Ramsay D. Potts, 
Daniel H. Brush, John B. Kerr, Cols.

Joseph H. Dorst, George S. Anderson, George Andrews, 
Charles R. Howland, judge advocate. So many officers 
on the court were department commanders and were 
obliged to take charge of the horsemanship tests in their 
respective departments that the meeting of the court was 
postponed. The charges in the trial grow out of the fact 
that a contract surgeon stationed at Fort Wayne, engaged 
in horse breeding and under guise of a sale of horses to 
officers for the nominal price of one dollar, got his stock 
fed at government expense. Some of the animals were 
brood mares, some were colts. Few were ridden and 
some were never seen by officers to whom they were sold. 
The court is one of the most imposing in rank of any 
appointed since the Eagan and Swaim courts-martial. 
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Efforts to get the cruiser Yankee off the rocks on Hen 
and Chickens shoals in Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., having 
failed, the Navy Department on Oct. 18 awarded a con- 
tract for floating the vessel to Mr. John Arbuckle, the 
millionaire coffee merchant of Brooklyn, N.Y. The method 


to be used by Mr. Arbuckle is that of compressed air, 
which up to this time has been applied successfully but 
twice, and for this reason the outcome of the matter will 











be watched with interest by naval men. By the terms of 
the contract, Mr. Arbuckle, on the delivery of the Yankee 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, is to receive $87,500. He 
estimates that it will cost him $50,000 to do the work 
thus giving a profit of $37,500. If he spends $50,000 an 

is unsuccessful, then the government is to reimburse him 
to the extent of $25,000. If, because of “causes beyond 
his control,” he finds before the expenditure of the 
$50,000 that the vessel cannot be floated the United 
States will still reimburse him for half of what he has 
paid out in the effort. 


The North Carolina Peace Conference began at Greens- 
boro on Oct. 12, in the large auditorium. This confer- 
ence embraces those who believe that effective armaments 
and arbitration go hand in hand. An address on this 
line was made by U.S. Senator James B. McCreary, of 
Kentucky, the keynote of whose remarks was contained 
in these words: “We cannot jump to the blessings of 
perpetual peace through arbitration. We should have 
for the present adequate armament and effective arbitra- 
tion.” ‘The appreciation by the delegates of the value 
of the military was shown by the enthusiastic greeting 
extended to the troops that gave a drill and parade in 
the auditorium. A message from President Roosevelt, 
expressing his sympathy, was read. A delegation recent- 
ly called on the President and his speech was quoted to 
the conference in part as follows: “I am glad to learn 
that the North Carolina Peace Society has declared 
itself in favor of adequate armament as well as effective 
arbitration. There is no inconsistency in advocating 
both of these things at the present time. The growth of 
the acceptance of the principle of international arbitra- 
tion is necessarily slow, and it is well to remember that 
the acceptance of this principle in any measure what- 
ever depends exclusively upon the effective support it 
receives from the half-dozen powers of great warlike 
strength. As things actually are at the present day, we 
are helpless to further the cause of peace and of effective 
international arbitration unless to just and peaceable 
intentions we add a stout heart and a strong arm— 
and this means military and naval preparedness to a far 
greater degree than is at present the case.” 

The conference at Greensboro is the firs® of a series of 
state peace conferences to be held in different parts of the 
country between now and the third Hague conference to 
discover, as officially explained, “the true relation between 
arbitration and armament so that national security will 
always exist through adequate armament until a reliable 
system of arbitration furnishes an effective substitute. 
The Peace and Arbitration League, a national society to 
advocate the North Carolina peace program, has President 
Roosevelt as its honorary president. 
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The opening of the Historical Congress at Saragossa, 
Spain, Oct. 15, to commemorate the hundredth anni- 
versary of the defense of the city against Napoleon’s 
armies, was marred by fioods. The exposition buildings 
were inundated, and in some places the streets are under 
three feet of water. In the celebrations a highly honor- 
able position is accorded the ancient University of Sara- 
gossa, founded in 1474. The American delegation has 
been shown much honor by the Spanish authorities. It 
includes Rear Admiral Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., and 
Miss Gladys Goodrich, Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
U.S.A., Lieut. Comdr. F. L. Chapin, U.S.N., the naval 
attaché to France, and Mrs. Chapin, Prof. Archibald C. 
Coolidge, of Harvard University, and Prof. Henry R. 
Lang, of Yale. : 


Rear Admiral Edwin C. Pendleton, U.S.N., com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Philadelphia, Pa., in a 
letter to Mayor Reyburn of Philadelphia, thanking the 
Chief Executive for courtesies shown the writers during 
Founders’ Week, says: “I desire at the close of the fine 
Founders’ Week celebration to express the gratification 
that I and the officers and men of the U.S. Navy_ pres- 
ent at Philadelphia have felt at the courteous hospitality 
extended to us hy yourself and the people of the city of 
Philadelphia. I note with surprise and regret certain 
statements in the local papers of this morning, totally 
unwarranted and unsubstantiated by facts, as to alleged 
‘snubs’ or ‘slights’ that these papers have imagined were 
inflicted upon the representatives of the Navy during 
the last week. After personal interviews with Admiral 
Arnold and Admiral Marix, I desire to assure you of 
the utter falsity of such unfounded statements.” 














The 46th and 120th Companies of Coast Artillery, U. 
S.A., on duty at Fort Strong, Mass., made a fine record 
on Oct. 13 with 10-inch guns in gun practice, by making 
four hits in the four record shots fired over a 6,200-yard 
range. It means a rating of 100 per cent. The battery 
of 4.7-inch guns made one hit in ten record shots at 3,000 
yards, the apparent discrepancy in hits being largely ac- 
counted for by the smallness of the target used as com- 
pared with that allowed for the big guns. The firing was 
at an imaginary battleship, represented by three red can- 
vas targets about fifteen feet square, in line, towed at 
the rate of about five miles an hour and located about 
two miles west of the Graves lighthouse. The practice 
was observed from Fort Strong by Major Adelbert Cronk- 
hite and Capt. P. P. Bishop, Coast Art. Corps, detailed 
for the purpose: Capt. G. E. Carleton, Ord. Dept., and 
Lieut. R. D. White, U.S.N., representing the Navy De- 
partment. 
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Owing to temporary illness Major John K. Cree, 
C.A.C., has not been able to take the horsemanship test 
this fall. While as a Coast Artillery officer he would 
be privileged to elect to walk fifty miles under the Regu- 
lations governing such test walks, under the terms of 
the order in regard to the test rides an officer on the 
General Staff must ride. It is not unlikely that Major 
Cree will be relieved from duty on the General Staff, 
and when he takes station will comply with the re- 
quirements of the walking test. 
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It has been erroneously stated by an Associated Press 
dispatch from San Francisco, Cal., that Capt. Edwin G. 
Davis, Coast Art., U.S.A., in an application for retire- 


ment, claimed that he was disabled by the application of 
hot-water bags to an ankle that was severely bruised in 
the Philippines. We sre informed by Captain Davis that 
he never applied for retirement and that he never had his 





ankle bruised in the Philippines seriously or otherwise. 
Captain Davis was found incapacitated for active service 
by the surgeon who examined him in accordance with the 
War Department G.O., requiring all officers below the 
grade of major to be examined physically once each year. 
On the strength of the medical report, Captain Davis was 
ordered to appear before the retiring board, and his 
wishes in the matter were consequently not consulted. 
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Communication was established by wireless on Oct. 11 
between the Russian Hill station at San Francisco, Cal.. 
and the station at Kuhuku, a point on the north shore of 
Honolulu, H.1., a distance of 2,089 miles. Mr. Arthur A. 
Isbell, the Kuhuku operator, utilized only half power in 
sending messages and under the same conditions com- 
municated with the cruiser Colorado and the steamer Vic- 
toria in the Behring Sea. Mr. Isbell continued to send 
messages to various other stations and received congratu- 
lations from the Farallone Islands, at the entrance to the 
Golden Gate, as well as the San Francisco station. It is 
declared that a wonderful feat in wireless telegraphy has 
been accomplished, not because of distance covered but 


that only half power was issued in sending such long 
messages. 
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A new waiting room for the use of officers and soldiers | 
from Army posts on the Potomac is being built on the 
pier at the foot of 8th street, Southwest, in Washington, 
used by the Quartermaster’s Department as a landing 
place for the tug Lieut. Alonzo Cushing. The structure, 
located between warehouse and wharf sergeant’s quar- 
ters, at the pier, has two rooms. One will be used by en- 
listed men and the other by officers. The waiting room 
will be a great convenience to those who come to the 
pier early and have to wait for the steamer. The build- 
ing will be well heated and will be made as comfortable 
as can be desired during the coming cold weather. 
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Pennsylvania’s tribute to the late Brig. Gen. Theodore 
J. Wint, U.S.A., a marble shaft, was dedicated at Arling- 
ton Cemetery Friday, Oct. 16. The record of Gen. Wint 
and his honors are inscribed on three sides of the piece of 
Barre granite, which stands twenty feet high. The shaft 
has been erected by a state commission with an appro- 
priation-of $5,000. 'The ceremonies consisted of addresses 
by Major Gen. J. F. Bell, U.S.A., and H. M. Edwards, 
and the unveiling of the monument by Miss Pabst, of 
Wilkesbarre, a niece of the dead soldier. General Wint 
was in service through the Civil War and until his death. 
He served on the Indian frontier from 1866 to 1888, in 
Cuba in 1898, in China from 1900 to 1904, and in Cuba 
in the Army of Pacification in 1906 and 1907.

Brig. Gen. Philip Reade, U.S.A., one of the most popu- 
lar and progressive officers of the Army, was retired on 
Oct. 13, 1908, on account of the age limit, and will now 
enjoy a well-earned rest after an eventful active service 
of some forty-seven years. He leaves the active list with 
the sincere regret of hosts of his brother officers and en- 
listed men who have served with him. General Reade as 
a youth rendered valuable secret services in the Civil 
War, fought Indians on the plains, the fever and Spaa- 
iards in Cuba, and was on active service in the. Philip- 
pines. He always took a great interest in the develop- 
ment of small arms practice and was one of the best au- 
thorities in the Army on this important subject. He is 
an expert rifle shot and can hit on the wing, as well as 
stationary objects, and is also an expert angler. His 
friends will wish him many years of health and happi- 
ness on the retired list. An extended account of General 
Reade’s Army service appeared in our issue of May 9, 
1908, page 970. 

Col. William F. Stewart, Coast Art., U.S.A., who was 
retired on Oct. 10, 1998, for disability incident to the 
service, was born in Rhode Island June 13, 1849, and 
was appointed a second lieutenant in the 4th U.S. Artil- 
lery Dec. 1, 1866. He reached the grade of captain Aug. 
14, 1889: major, 2d Artillery, Oct. 1, 1900; lieutenant 
colonel, Artillery Corps, July 22, 1902, and colonel, Aug. 
11, 1903. He is a graduate of the Artillery School, class 
of 1871, and holds the brevet rank of captain for gallant 
services in action against Indians at the Clearwater, 
Idaho, July 11 and 12, 1877. 

Capt. Samuel D. MeAlister, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A..

uceount of disability incident thereto, and who was re- 
tired from Oct. 8, 1908, served as a sergeant in the Ten- 
nessee Volunteers during the war with Spain, and served 
as a second and first lieutenant in the 34th United States 
Volunteer Infantry from July, 1899, until June, 1901, 
when he was appointed a second lieutenant in the 13th 
U.S. Infantry. He was transferred to the Artillery 
Corps in October, 1901; was promoted first lieutenant in 
September, 1902, and captain in 1907.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Mr. Edwin Sedgwick Chittenden, a resident of St. Paul 
for thirty-nine years and a prominent member of the 
Minnesota G.A.R., died Oct. 8, 1908, of heart trouble, at 
Fort Des Moines, Iowa, while visiting his daughter, the 
wife of Lieut. Edward R. Coppock, 2d U.S. Cav. He 
was the originator of the idea of the living flag, made up 
of a large number of school girls representing the Stars 
and Stripes. Mr. Chittenden was born at Rensselaerville, 
Albany County, New York, Jan. 1, 1843. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar at Albany Dec. 5, 1867, and went to 
St. Paul in October, 1869. He served as a private in 
Company H, 54th Regiment. New York Volunteers, in 
1864, and was a member of three Minnesota militia coin- 
panies between 1872 and 1883. He was assistant solici- 
tor in the Department of State at Washington from 1867 
to 1869. He was a member of Acker Post No. 2, G.A.R.. 
and post commander last year. He also belonged to the 
Minnesota Society of Colonial Wars, New York Society 
of Mayflower Descendants, and Delta Upsilon fraternity. 
He is survived by one daughter, Mrs. Edward R. Cop- 
pock. 

Admiral Richard Moorman, retired, the oldest officer 
of that rank in the world, died at Exmouth, England, 
on Sept. 26, at the age of 98. He was retired as long 
ago as 1866. One of the most serious experiences of his 
career befell him when as captain of H.M.S. Cossack in 
1859 he was in the West Indies and vellow fever broke out 
among the crews of the squadron. He adopted some sani- 
tary regulations which kept his crew free from the fever, 
but was ordered heme to be tried by court-martial. He 
was acquitted. 

Mrs. Esther E. Black, mother of Lieut. Frederick F. 
Black, 11th U.S. Inf., died at Searsport, Me., Oct. 1, 
1908. 

Mr. Daniel Forde Anderson, who died at his home in 
Anderson, S:C., Oct. 8, 1908, served as a captain in the 





Confederate army during the Civil War and is the grand-

Col. De Witt C. Sprague, soldier, lawyer and poet, and 
United States Consul in Germany and Italy under the 
administration of General Grant, died in his home in 
Washington, Oct. 11, of pneumonia, aged seventy-two 
years. He was a member of the University Club and the 
M.O.0.L.U.8. Frequently he had served as poet at the 
Arlington Memorial Day services. He was buried in Ar- 
lingtan. 

S. C. Harvey, of the 27th U.S. Inf.. was drowned in 
the San Cristobal river. Cuba, Oct. 12, while the com- 
mand to which he was attached was crossing. The body 
has not been recovered. 

Eppa Hunton. one of the few remaining general officers 
of the Confederacy, died at his home. Richmond, Va.. 
Oct. 11. He was a member of the Virginia convention 
in 1861. and was appointed colonel of the 8th Virginia 
Infantry in the same year, serving until the end of the 
war. He was commissioned brigadier general in 1863. 
From the early part of April until July, 1865, he was a 
prisoner of war at Fort Warren. General Hunton served 
as a member of Congress from 18753 to 1881. and as United 
States Senator from Virginia for the unexpired term 
1892-95. when he retired from public life. 

Col. J. Mansfield Davies. a well-known Volunteer offi- 
cer in the Civil War, died at Burlington, Vt., Oct. 12, 
1908. aged eighty years. He was a grandson of Gen. 
Jared Mansfield, who was Surveyor General of the United 
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States under President Thomas Jefferson. Colonel Da- 
vies formerly resided at Fishkill-on-the-Hudson, where 
lie Had a adrgé estate: His wife, who was Miss Martha 
Brooks, 6f-Néw_ York cify, Survives him. Colonel Davies 
liad a long line of distinguished anéestér's: His father was 
Prof. Charles Daviés, f6# many years at the head of the 
depattment of mathematies 6f West Point and the author 
of many text bésks, noW if use throughout the country. 
His mother was the daughter 6f Gen. Jaried Mansfield, 
who was surveyor general during Jefferson's administra- 
tion. Colonel Davies was also a nephew of the late Geri. 
Thomas A. Davies, U.S.A., and of Judge Henry A. Da- 
vies, of New York city. :

Mr. Darrin, the District Attorney, 
said that, contrary to report, he was not taking testi- 
mony against Peter C. Hains, jr., exclusively, but against 
both brothers.

the history of the state in the days of the Confederacy.

Lieut. Frank H. Phipps, jr., Coast Art., U.S.A., on 
duty at Fort Adams, R.I., on Oct. 7 very cleverly cap- 
tured three general prisoners who had escaped while 
working in the cemetery. The three prisoners were Pri- 
vates Stone, Taylor and Senay, and they managed to 
overpower the sentry, Private Abola, knocking him in the 
head until unconscious, and binding him hand and foot. 
One of them apparently came up behind him when at 
work and seized him, while the others made an attack 
from the front, when his arms were secured so that he 
could not use the revolver which he carried. When the 
escape was discovered the guard was turned out to cover 
the roads leading to Newport and the bay. Lieutenant 
Phipps took his automobile, with his helper who cares 
for the machine, and started on a rapid scouting expedi- 
tion, resulting in locating the men just breaking shelter 
from behind some rocks, and not being alarmed at the 
approach of a speeding automobile. Lieutenant Phipps 
applied his emergency brake, bringing his machine to a 
sudden stop, and standing up before the escaped prisoners 
realized his purpose, leveled his revolver at them and or- 
dered them to surrender. He then took them in the ma- 
chine and gave them a ride back to the guard house. 








OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


In the case of a complaint coming from officers at 
Fort William McKinley that they had been deprived of 
quarters suitable to their rank, the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral calls attention to the regulations in regard to such 
situations and the fact that the commanding officer may 
reduce the number of rooms where the number of officers - 
requires it as a necessity and the arrangement com- 
plained of is recommended to stand as it is. 

To the question from a retired officer if he could draw 

a pension in addition to his retired pay the answer is 
given from the War Department that there is no exist- 
ing law. that sanctions such payment of both pension 
and retired pay. 
_ The athletic field at Fort Columbia, Wash., is to be 
improved, and the question arose as to whether there 
might be an expenditure for the purpose from the ap- 
propriation for the transportation of the Army. The 
Judge Advocate General on consideration of the matter 
suggests that the grading, filling, and the removal of 
stumps and roots for the preparation of an athletic field 
for the troops stationed at an Arm post might very 
properly be taken from the appropriation for post ex- 
changes provided the amount so used should not exceed 
the amount of $40,000 as limited by law. 

The effort to develop the coal mines in Batan, P.I., 
has brought up the suggestion that a specific charge of 
$4 a ton be fixed and allowed for the getting out of each 
ton of coal for government purposes, where such coal 
comes in competition with Australian coal. This sum 
would, in part, be a profit available for further develop- 
ment work. The Judge Advocate General, having been 
asked to render an opinion on the matter, says he can see 
no legal objection to using transportation funds for min- 
ing, but he can see no legal reason why a specific amount 
per ton should be charged. The Secretary of War, how- 
ever, has the authority to sanction such action. 

An exhaustive examination of the law and the history 
as to the issue by the general government to the states of 
arms and equipment for the militia has been made by the 
Judge Advocate General in connection with the decision 
of the Comptroller of the Treasury of Aug. 14, 1908, in 
the case of the issue of small arms to the state of Florida. 
The conclusion of the statement of facts and the argu- 
ment is that the issue should proceed as the Secretary of 
War has plenary power over the property and the mat- 
ter of accounting may be left to subsequent legislation or 
executive regulation. ‘The case will be restated to the 
Comptroller, with a request for a reconsideration of his 
former decision. Should the Comptroller adhere to his 
decision, Congress will be asked to adjust the matter. 

The expectation that some adjustment would be made 
by which the pay of commissioned officers of the Porto 
Rico Regiment of Infantry might be allowed them for 
the time during which they were out of the Army by 
reason of the President’s decision to readjust relative 
rank in the organization has not been realized. The 
Judge Advocate General holds that those officers are 
not entitled to receive pay during the period from the 
date the provisional regiment ceased to exist and the 
date of the new commissions, and this opinion has been 
approved by the Secretary of War. 

The Judge Advocate General, in an opinion on the 
duties of an engineer officer of the Army where a viola- ' 
tion of the eight-hour law had been committed by a 
government contractor, holds that the officer is limited 
to report the act of violation and is neither required to 
annul nor justified in annulling the contract of the per- 
son so violating the law. He further states that the 
violation of the eight-hour law would not be cause for 
the annulment of the contract, and if such action were 
taken the United States would be liable for damages 
therefor. 

Where an officer on inspection duty was obliged to 
hire a carriage to take him from Nashville to the Na- 
tional Cemetery near that place the questions as to 
whether he was entitled to mileage or travel expenses 
came up. The Judge Advocate General calls attention 
to the law in considering the case, and points out that 
the Act of June 12, 1906, provides that the officer ma- 
king the journey may choose whether to take mileage 
at the rate of three cents a mile or a transportation 
order, but if he does either it should be for the whole 
journey, and the officer cannot be reimbursed for a part 
of the travel performed. 

The double question has come up as to whether the 
state of Texas is responsible for the pay of veterinarians 
who attended horses at the recent maneuvers at Leon 
Springs, and also for the loss of two horses that were 
killed and others that were damaged. The Judge Ad- 
vocate General holds broadly that these items would be 
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properly chargeable to the allotment to the state for 
militia purposes, although as to the horses in question, 
there is no record giving facts on which to base a care- 
ful opinion. 





W.D. DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


Cov. E. M. WEAVER, CHIEF OF THE DIVISION. 

In response to inquiries the Division of Militia Affairs, 
W.D., answers as follows: 

Payment for services and expenses of an A.G. in con- 
nection with the participation of the organized militia 
in the camp at Fort Riley may be defrayed for state 
funds or from funds advanced to the state from the allot- 
ment for arms, ete., under Sec. 1661, Rev. Stat. If the 
service was under the order of the Governor, transporta- 
tion and pay for the time spent are legitimate charges. 
They cannot, however, be paid out of the state allotment 
or the appropriation for camp expenses. 

There is no authority of law for the manufacture for 
the militia of envelopes for official correspondence with 
the W.D. It is the intention to recommend to the P.M. 
General the extension of the use of penalty envelopes to 
the militia. : 

Where a rifle is disabled by the loss of a rear sight, 
and it cannot be repaired, the rifle itself should be con- 
demned by the surveying officer and recommended to be 
turned in for necessary repairs. ; 

It is the opinion of the Department that an applicant 
for enlistment or re-enlistment should always be exam- 
ined physically at the time of application. 

Exchanges of arm racks for the model of 1898 rifle for 
those fitted for the 1908 rifle cannot be made. The old 
racks can be altered at a cost of $20.40, to be paid from 
the state’s allotment under the militia law or from state 
funds. If sent to Rock Island the cost of transportation 
to and fro must be paid by the state.

‘The following decisions of the Secretary of War are pub- 
Mished to the Army for the information and guidance of all 
concerned: 

1. Officers on duty pertaining to courts-martial, courts of 
inquiry, and boards; commutation of quarters in certain cases: 
Officers detailed on duty pertaining to courts-martial, courts of 
inquiry, or any board, convened to meet at a military post 
in the vicinitv of any large city, will be considered as on duty 
in the city and be entitled to commutation of quarters under 
paragraph 1322, Army Regulations. 

2. Allowance of corn brooms and mops: Officers’ quarters 
are not public buildings within the meaning of paragraph 
1190. Army Regulations, and corn brooms and mops should 
not he issued to officers’ quarters. 

A post exchange is not entitled to the issue of corn brooms 
and mops.

the preservation of national rights and the national honor. 
The burdens of militarism are already pressing with 
crushing force upon the peoples of the Old World, and 
fear of increasing those burdens is the greatest influence 
at work to prevent the embroilment of Europe in the Bal- 
kan muddle; yet so slight is the binding force of solemn 
international covenants that not one Power dares to re- 
linquish the feverish preparation for that which they 
dread above all calamities which could befall them. The 
fact is a sorry commentary upon an epoch which has been 
hailed as marking the beginning of a reign of internation- 
al law and arbitration.”

It is said that there are signs that the new pay law is 
filling the various organizations of the Army with old 
soldiers and the condition of depletion that existed a 
year ago is surely a thing of the past. A poll of the 
131st Co. C.A.C. recently on pay day showed that of the 
110 men in the company 26 were in their first year of 
scrvice, 34 in the-second, 26 in the third, 19 in the fourth, 
one each in the fifth, sixth and seventh, and two in the 
eighth. It also appeared that 19 were second class gun- 
ners and 59 were first class gunners. The old men are 
evidently coming back. 








There was a U.S. Marine Corps recruiting exhibit at 
the Illinois State Fair, Springfield, Ill., 1908.

The Battleship Fleet will enter on battle practice at 
Manila promptly Nov. 1 after the return from China and 
Japan.

The 
Alabama and Maine will postpone their practice until 
in the spring.

Cay. 
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GET TOGETHER, GENTLEMEN. 


Within three weeks from the date of this paper the 
quadrennial contest for the succession to the Presidency 
will have been decided and we shall be able to declare the 
result. If ex-Secretary Taft is elected, and the Republi- 
cans retain their hold upon Congress, we shall be able to 
form some conclusion as to what is before us. If Mr. 
Bryan is elected the door will be thrown wide open to 
speculation, and still more so if his party should make 
sufficient gains in the Lower House to tie the hands of the 
Republicans; the contingency of their obtaining control 
of both houses is somewhat remote. So far as the inter- 
ests of the Services are concerned, we should prefer to see 
the government in entire control of one party or the 
other; deadlocks are not favorable to Service legislation. 
Of course no change in the political control of Congress 
can take effect until the 61st Congress meets in De- 
cember, 1909. Our present concern is therefore with the 
60th Congress, which will close its business through the 
operation of law on the Fourth of March next, when the 
new President takes his seat. As Congress does not get 
to work until after the holidays, the length of the session 
will be practically but little if any more than two months. 
Within this period all the great appropriation bills will 
have to be perfected in committee and passed, and the 
prospect for the passage of any bill not now on the calen- 
dar, or well advanced in committee, is slim indeed. It 
seems to be best to concentrate attention and effort on 
bills that can secure the favor of the Department and the 
general approval of the branch of the Service especially 
interested in them. There is little hope for bills that pro-. 
voke controversy within the ranks, but the experience of 
the last session shows how much can be accomplished 
when all efforts are united upon a particular measure. 
It is true that unanimity in the case of the pay bill was 
secured only by a process which some of the malcontents 
appeared to regard as in the nature of bucking and gag- 
ging, but as they are enjoying the fruits of victory with 
the rest, perhaps in the end they may be disposed to say 
with their fellows, “All’s well that ends well.” 

The moral we wish to enforce is the necessity of united 
action to accomplish results. If possible there should be 
within each Service a thorough agreement upon certain 
bills now before Congress, and which in the judgment of 
experts have some prospect of passing; rather than 
a waste of the short time they have for work in 
fruitless contest over bills as to which they are not 
agreed and which would in any case have little show in 
Congress. Conspicuous among just bills which concern 
the Army is the bill adding six hundred officers to the 
Army to provide for details. If we had no other evidence, 
the Department reports of this year would show how im- 
perative is the need of supplying the companies with the 
officers taken from them by the operation of law. 

The most pressing need of the Navy seems to be for 
more ships. Although Service opinion may be somewhat 
divided as to the character of the vessels most immedi- 
ately required, it is united in the demand for greater 
strength afloat. The horizon of the world is not 30 
cloudless as to suggest inaction in the matter of preparing 
ourselves to meet any contingency. And if war comes our 
sea-girt empire must rely for its defense upon our noble 
Navy, whose magnificent qualities are challenging the 
admiration of the world. Congress seems to be better 
disposed toward the Navy than toward the Army, which 
is so cribbed, cabined, and confined within the narrow 
limits of unsympathetic or ignorant legislation that it is 
not at its best and has not the opportunity that the Navy 
is finding to display its excellencies to the public. The 
work of the Army is not appreciated as it should be. In 
the Philippines it is, as we have heretofore endeavored to 
show from time to time, the great civilizing and directing 
force. How much officers at remote stations on the other 
side of the world are doing to maintain the honor of their 
country is not known, and may never be known, but it 
should at least bring some reward in the consciousness of 
duty well done, which in the majority of cases is the only 
reward our faithful soldiers receive. 

Among the important bills concerning the Navy are the 
following: Reorganizing the Navy Department; provid- 
ing for deck courts; reorganizing the Navy Hospital 
Corps; to increase the efficiency of the personnel of the 
Navy and Marine Corps; to establish a naval militia. 
Of Army bills we have the bills for the readjustment of 
rank; for the retirement of enlisted men after twenty-five 
years’ service; to re-establish the canteen; to establish a 
Service Corps; the bill for promotion by elimination; to 
increase the efficiency of the Signal Corps; to increase the 
efficiency of the Pay Department; providing for details 
to the J.A. General’s Department of acting J.A. generals ; 
to promote military education in civil institutions. 

Our final word of advice, then, is to get together, for 
as Charles Carroll or some other patriot of the Revolu- 
tion said, when inclination to a division of council was 
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shown: “If we don’t hang together we will hang sep- 
arately.” If some way is not found for united action 
there is every prospect that measures of great importance 
will be killed in detail. A bill or two at each session 
would, before many years, put the Services in as good a 
condition as is possible in a country where there is so 
much misapprehension concerning subjects relating to 
war and to naval and military establishments.

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REPORT OF THE PAYMASTER GENERAL. 

The Paymaster General in his annual report, dated 
Sept. 15, states that with balance and receipts he had 
during the year $42,380,308.21, of which he expended 
$35,231,857.07, as follows: Pay of the Army, $33,921,- 
950.07; mileage, $633,201.52; Army War College, $20,- 
955.19; pay of Military Academy, $458,837.54; encamp- 
ment and maneuvers, organized militia, $196,912.75. 

Owing to a misuse of the present system of allotments 
it is recommended that the existing law be amended so 
as to preclude an allotment of pay except for the support 
of families or relatives. A repeal of so much of the pres- 
ent allotment law as permits a soldier to allot a portion 
of his pay “for his own savings, or for other purposes,” 
could not possibly operate detrimentally upon a soldier, 
as he has recourse to the Army deposit system, which 
affords the best and safest means for saving his pay, car- 
rying interest at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum. The 
average number of allotments in force each month during 
the fiscal year of 1908 was 2,870, and the average month- 
ly disbursement $35,875, an average of $12.50. 

A plea is made on behalf of the office clerks whose po- 
sition is shown to be by no means such a sinecure as is 
generally supposed. The Paymaster General says: “I 
am thoroughly in sympathy with the movement for retire- 
ment of clerks when they have reached an age which in- 
capacitates them for the performance of their full duties, 
and earnestly hope for favorable legislation on the sub- 
ject at an early date.” 

The expenditures in Cuba up to June 30 were $505,- 
515.82. The number of deposits from enlisted men dur- 
ing the year was 50,896, and the total deposits $1,676,- 
708.68. The amount to the credit of depositors is 
$3,054,357.15. 

It is recommended that details for the Pay Department 
be restricted to captains, the higher grades to be made 
permanent and promotion to major made from captains 
who had shown the most efficiency. “It is only in this 
way that the department can reach the highest state of 
efficiency.” The increase in the pay of officers by the 
new law amounts approximately to 20 per cent.; that for 
the enlisted men to approximately 40 per cent. 

Authority to issue duplicates in the case of lost checks 
is asked. In the past year the loss of checks has caused 
in some cases real distress. 

The pay of militia troops participating in Army ma- 





neuvers and exercises amounted to $196,912.75. Pay-. 


masters’ clerks should be given military status by the 
passage of the bill now before Congress, making them 
warrant officers. “By its incorporation in the military 
establishment the force now known as paymasters’ clerks 
would be given a status appropriate to the duties required 
of it and would thereby constitute a permanent trained 
corps ready at all times to meet any exigency of the Ser- 
vice.” 
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A pin could have been heard to fall at any time within 
the latter part of the past week in the corridors of the 
War Department, so intense has been the interest in the 
President’s choice of a brigadier general to fill the va- 
cancy made by the retirement of Brig. Gen. Philip Reade, 
which occurred Oct. 13. Gossip mentions the names of 
many officers in connection with the appointment. It is 
known that the names of Col. Joseph W. Duncan, Major 
Hugh L. Scott and Capt. R. L. Howze have been consid- 
ered. There is a strong probability that Col. John G. D. 
Knight, Engr. Corps, is in the lead for the prize. It is 
understood that something like an agreement was made 
when the President at Oyster Bay decided to make Col. 
William L. Marshall Chief of Engineers that the next 
vacancy in the list of brigadiers should go to Colonel 
Knight, who ranked Colonel Marshall. Colonel Knight 
is esteemed as one of the finest officers in the corps and in 
the Army, and he has in his favor the fact that no officer 
of his corps is now in general command in the line and 
there has been none for several years—probably not since 
the death of General Ludlow. It is said that there has 
been joined with the consideration of this vacancy the se- 
lection of a successor to Surg. Gen. Robert M. O'Reilly, 
who will retire Jan. 14, 1909. For this appointment there 
are numerous names under consideration. The expecta- 
tion has been that Colonel Gorgas would be the man 
most prominently thought of, but it is stated on good 
authority that it has been decided not to dispense with 
his services on the Isthmus of Panama, where he has 
done such phenomenally good work in making a conquest 
of untoward sanitary conditions. Colonel Gorgas will 
undoubtedly be made Surgeon General before he retires, 
which will be ten years from now. In the interval there 
is time for the play of many ambitions. From Newburgh, 
Oct. 14, “An Admirer” writes to the N.Y. Sun, saying: 
“The citizens of this part of the state are keenly inter- 
ested in the next appointment of a brigadier general by 
the President of the United States, and they hope that 
Jol. Hugh L. Scott will receive the promotion. It is felt 
that his long and conspicuous service as an Indian civili- 
zer, as Adjutant General in Cuba, as fighter and pacifier 
of the Sulu Moros, as well as the governor who elevated 


them and abolished slavery and other evils, and finally 
as the dignified and scholarly head of the United States 
Military Academy, entitles him to the promotion.” 
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A dispatch from San Francisco states that a report 
affecting the transport service on the Pacific coast has 
been made to the War Department and some startling 
disclosures may be expected when the report is made 
public. According to the story the alleged irregularities 
are connected with the extensive repairs made to the 
Logan and other vessels of the service. In the case of 
the Logan, it is alleged, repairs to the amount of $90,- 
000 were made, immediately torn out and another con- 
tract for repairs, aggregating $150,000, was awarded to 
the same company. It is said that the matter was 
brought to light by two Secret Service agents, who en- 
listed in order to get information. At the War De- 
partment general denial is made of the statements in the 
dispatch. It is admitted there were two contracts, but 
only because the work was paid for out of the appro- 
priations in two fiscal years. Lieut. Col. Isaac W. 
Littell, U.S.A., who has charge of the transport ser- 
vice, says that there may be a report coming, but the 
charges of irregularities as made in the dispatch are 
wholly untrue. 








The Quartermaster’s Department is arranging to buy 
10,000 tons of hay and 9,000 bushels of oats to be 
shipped to the Philippines. The specifications for the 
hay call for a mixture of wheat and oat hay baled. 
Timothy was found deficient in nutritive qualities, and 
it has been decided to try wheat and oat hay, which have 
given better satisfaction. The Department would be 
glad to make a trial of alfalfa, which has the highest 
nutritive value of any hay known, but it is difficult to 
bale it, and it shatters to a fine chaff and dust. There 
is also the further trouble that some horses are unfa- 
vorably affeeted by it if fed too large a quantity or a 
whole ration of it. Efforts are being made to raise hay 
for cavalry horses in the Philippines, but thus far little 
headway has been made along this line. There is grass 
in abundance, but the work of a cavalry mount calls 
for a certain amount of dry hay or the animal will scout 
badly. A further shipment of hay is to be made to 
Cuba sufficient to supply the troops there until the with- 
drawal of our forces from the island. 





The new anti-race-track laws in various states of the 
West and in New York are said to be having their 
effect on the number of medium class thoroughbred 
horses available throughout the country. Dealers who 
are on the lookout for these animals say they cannot 
find them and that breeders have been selling them as 
promptly as they could, following the adverse legislation, 
to buyers for the German, French and English armies. 
The fine high-class thoroughbreds are still in the coun- 
try, but. the medium grades have been quickly taken up 
by the foreigners. This is especially the case in the mid- 
dle West, the states of Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois. In the Northwest a few available mounts have 
been picked. up of late. Major Allen, who is buying in 
Montana, got seventy-five this month, and is buying 125 
more as fast as he is able to get the right sort. Cap- 
tain Walker, who buys at Kansas City, has of late got 
200 good ones, and Captain Hardman, who is in charge 
of the remount station at Fort Reno, has been able to 
secure a small number. 
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The criticism that is current in regard to the alleged 
failure of Rear Admiral Capps to raise the Yankee is 
rather more pointed than correct. He did not go to the 
scene of the Yankee’s discomfiture to get the vessel off 
so much as to be convenient where he could sign con- 
tracts with wrecking and tug companies promptly with- 
out delay incident to forwarding papers to Washing- 
ton, where the routine of the Navy Department would 
cause even more delay. The error as to the Yankee has 
been rather that the Navy should try at all to get her 
off the rocks. Private wrecking companies have such 
abundance of powerful machinery expressly provided for 
such tasks that it is idle for the Navy to undertake such 
work. In fact, the Navy has no machinery of the sort 
required for this work that could be compared with 
that owned by private concerns. The Navy officials are 
still confident that the Yankee can be saved. The con- 
tract has been let to Arbuckle to get the ship off. 
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The Comptroller’s office is proof against any citation 
from books of law, but Webster’s Dictionary has proved 
too much for it in determining whether or not sweet cider 
is food, as contended by P.A. Paymr. B. M. Dobson, U. 
S.N., who held that he should receive credit for six dol- 
lars spent in purchase of sweet cider because it was com- 
posed of two components of the Navy ration, apples and 
sugar. The Comptroller says: “The question presented 
is not by any means free from doubt. Under the circum- 
stances of the case, however, the said voucher in this re- 
vision will be allowed, and a certificate of differences wilt 
bé issued accordingly. The ingenious paymaster said in 
his argument: ‘“Webster’s International Dictionary of 
the English language defines food as that which goes to 
support life by being received within, and assimilated by, 
the organism of an animal or plant. Sweet cider, there- 
fore, is clearly food, since it is a mixture of the juice of 
apples and sugar. Had the apples and sugar been pur- 
chased separately and made into cider and served to the 


mess, it would have been perfectly legitimate and would 
never have been questioned. Th cider was composed of 
apples and sugar, both of which are components of the 
Navy ration, and which had been combined before deliv- 
ery to the ship. The cider was purchased under an open 
purchase requisition duly approved by the commanding 
officer, and was taken up and issued by value only, under 
the head of ‘Miscellaneous Articles,’ as directed in Memo- 
randa No. 74 (Supplement), dated May 1, 1907, issued 
by the Paymaster General of the Navy. The value of 
under issues for that quarter exceeded the value of over 


- issues plus the value of the issues of articles composed 


of ration components combined before delivery, including 
the sweet cider. I contend that sweet cider is food com- 
posed of two components of the Navy ration, apples and 
sugar, combined before delivery, and that the action of 
the Auditor’s office in disallowing the purchase for the 
reason stated is incorrect.” This case seems to be in the 
nature of that decided by an English railroad official who 
was called upon to determine under what classification of 
freight a traveling turtle came. “Cats,” he said, “is dogs 
and rabbits is dogs, but a turtle is a insect and rides free.” 

The Army Reorganization Board has completed its 
work and its report will soon go to the printer. The 
plan for the reorganization contemplates nine Army Di- 
visions, in which will be stationed two brigades of Regu- 
lars and one brigade of National Guard, which will he 
mobilized with the Regulars. Essentially every arm of 
the Service is to be reorganized. It is recommended that 
the Infantry be increased, Cavalry be converted into two 
battalion regiments, Signal Corps and Engineers to be 
increased to articulate with the new divisional army. It 
is proposed to have four battalion regiments, the fourth 
battalion being in charge of Regular Army officers as to 
recruiting and instruction organization. In time of peace 
this fourth battalion would consist only of its officers and 
a few men, but in time of war it would serve the purpose 
for which intended. Officers of the battalion in peace 
would be detailed for special duty. The organization 
plan provides for a considerable increase of officers. 








The inquiry into the methods of Col. George W. Goe- 
thals, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., in awarding contracts in- 
cident to the construction of the Panama Canal, has only 
served to demonstrate how completely free from unfair 
dealings our Army and Navy officers are. The inquiry 
has been held before Gen. Ernest A. Garlington; In- 
spector General, U.S.A., at the Army Building, New 
York city. The tendency of all the witnesses and of 
Lawyer Slater, representing a firm that failed to get a 
contract, was to exonerate Colonel Goethals and his asso- 
ciates of any intention to be unfair. Representatives of 
the Lidgerwood Manufacturing Company, which got: the 
contract for machinery to be used at the Gatun locks, 
near Colon, testified that the methods used by the com- 
pany in getting information about the nature of the work 
and the kind of machinery needed were perfectly legiti- 
mate. 

Captain Badger, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
had a conference in Washington the past week with Sec- 
retary Metcalf in regard to the failure of a number of 
midshipmen to pass their examinations. Fifteen members 
of the new fourth class and eight second class men failed 
to pass the regular September mental examinations. 
There are already a number of vacancies in the Academy 
and the loss of those who are now likely to be required to 
resign will considerably reduce the membership of ‘the 
brigade. All the failures were in the mental examination. 
Under the new rule delinquencies cannot now be carried 
on into a new term and the midshipman must be up even 
with all requirements im order to stay with his class. The 
matter is still under consideration and it is barely possi- 
ble some of the delinquents will be given another chance. 








Orders have been issued that the New Hampshire, 
the Mississippi, Idaho, North Carolina, Montana and the 
three scout cruisers, the Chester, Salem and Birmingham, 
are to be painted slate color. There has been for a long 
time criticism of the white on the hulls and the spar 
color (yellow) on the upper works with which the ships 
of the Navy have been painted in time of peace. The 
idea of painting the ships named slate color is to try 
a war-time color in time of peace so that maneuvers 
may be accomplished profitably. With white it is prac- 
tically impossible to do any effective searchlight work 
at night, as the ships are very easily discovered. 
There is furthermore an objection to the patchy look of 
the white paint after it has been on a short time. Neither 
the white nor the yellow are so lasting as the slate color.

Plans are being made for a cruise of the First and 
Second Divisions of the Pacific Fleet to the west coast 
of South America. Leaving Magdalena Bay on comple- 
tion of the battle practice in November, the divisions will 
visit the ports of Panama, Callao, Coquinbo, and Talea- 
huano, and arrive in time for the spring record practice 
on the North American coast and then proceed to Cali- 
fornia ports.

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TEST RIDES. 


Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., Oct. 14, 1908. 

Major Gen. F. D. Grant, commanding the Department 
of the East, completed his fifth personally conducted 
ninety-mile test ride here to-day. The General and his 
aide-de-camp, Capt. A. J. Bowley, 1st Field Art., arrived 
at this post on Sunday afternoon. The six field officers 
to be tested physically arrived the same afternoon. They 
were: Lieut. Col. George P. Scriven, Sig. Corps; Lieut. 
Col. Wm. W. Gibson, Ord. Dept.; Major E. O. Fechét, 
Sig. Corps; Major T. C. Dickson, Ord. Dept.; Major 
William 8. Peirce, Ord. Dept.; Major Henry A. Shaw, 
Med. Corps. 

The officers were physically examined Sunday after- 
noon by a board of medical officers, consisting of Major 
W. P. Kendall, M.C., and 1st Lieut. P. G. Drake, M.R.C., 
all of the officers passing successfully. 

The column left the post at nine o'clock Monday and 
arrived at Camp Haines, on the southern end of Grand 
Isle, at 8:59 p.m., one minute less than the six-hour re- 
quirement. The route was 32 1-4 miles instead of the 
usual 30 miles. On Tuesday 41 miles on Grand Isle 
were covered in 7 hrs. and 29 mins. To-day’s march was 
over Monday's route back to the post. The time was 7 
hrs. 29 mins. 

The conditions for the ride were ideal. A heavy rain 
Saturday night had laid the dust. The air was clear and 
cool: the roads were good dirt roads. The horses were 
excellent. Everyone thoroughly enjoyed the ride, not- 
withstanding the severity of the test. The country about 
here is beautiful with its autumn colors, and the routes 
selected were through the very best of the country. The 
officers expressed their gratitude to General Grant for 
his thoughtful consideration for their comfort, but they 
frankly admitted that the test was carried out strictly 
in accordance with the President’s desires. 

The Fort Ethan Allen officers once more showed what 
true hospitality is. Major Mercer, Captain Haines, Lieu- 
tenant Holliday, Dr. Drake and Dr. Gould, were especial- 
ly thoughtful and considerate for the comfort of the vis- 
iting officers. Cook Bailey, of Troop A, 11th Cav., was 
the recipient of much high praise. Bailey is certainly the 
hest field cook in the Service and in consequence the rid- 
ing party lived like kings. 


Fort Wayne, Mich., Oct. 13, 1908. 

One of the last of the test rides for officers was com- 
pleted. Thursday last, when Col. Daniel Cornman, 7th 
Inf.: Col. Milton B. Adams, C.E.; Lieut. Col. John 
Millis, C.E.; Lieut. Col. E. C. Carter, Med. Corps; Ma- 
jor James A. Goodin, 7th Inf., and Major Charles Keller, 
C.E., rode into the post at 2 p.m. 

The ride was a very enjoyable one, the weather beauti- 
ful, and the party congenial. The first day’s ride was 
through the city of Detroit to Orchard Lake. This was 
made in six hours, the distance a little over thirty-one 
miles; the second day was through the beautiful lake re- 
gion, past the Orchard Lake Military Academy, back to 
camp. A severe rain coming up at 11 o'clock gave the 
party the opportunity of lunching at Walled Lake Inn. 
Walled Lake is so called by reason of a portion of its 
bank being walled up, when or by whom no one knows; 
probably by the Indians many years ago. The distance 
ridden this day was thirty-one miles. The third day was 
over a new route, back to the post, a distance of thirty 
miles. 

Lieut. J. F. Franklin, with a detachment of the 7th 
Infantry, had charge of the camping arrangements, and 
selected a beautiful spot on the banks of Orchard Lake. 
Capt. J. J. Toffey, the adjutant of the 7th, accompanied 
the party, and by his courtesy contributed much to the 
enjoyment of the ride. 

Most of the officers were a little stiff after the first 
day’s ride, but limbered up the second day, and at the 
close of the ride were jolly and in good condition. Colo- 
nel Adams, the officer with the longest service in the 
Army (on the active list), by his irrepressible good hu- 
mor and witty remarks went a long way to make the ride 
one of great pleasure. Colonel Adams’s friends will be 
much disappointed if the stars do not fall on his shoulders 
before many weeks. There can be no mistake in promot- 


ing a man so universally esteemed and withal so compe- 


tent as he. 

During the stay in Fort Wayne Colonels Adams and 
Carter were the guests of Col. and Mrs. Cornman. Colo- 
nel Millis and Major Keller lunched with Major Goodin. 

The yearly inspection of this post is expected shortly, 
and we are all looking forward to the annual visit of the 
department commander, General Carter. peyel 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


The Comptroller has found a difference of $614.57 in 
favor of Paymr. Ray Spear, U.S.N., under the decision 
of the Court of Claims in Stevens v. United States, May 
25, 1908, and the decision of the Comptroller’s office, 
Sept. 10, 1908, in the case of Paymaster Nesbit hereto- 
fore referred to. The amount allowed is for the differ- 
ence between the unmounted pay credited to the appel- 
lant from the decision of the Auditor and the mounted pay 
which he rightly claimed. An allowance of $688.54 has 
been made to Paymr. Herbert E. Stevens, U.S.N., under 
the same ruling and one of $110 to P.A. Paymr. G. P. 
Auld, U.S.N. 

Assistant Comptroller Mitchell refuses to allow a fleet 
paymaster’s pay of $4, per annum to Asst. Payinr. 
¥. P. Williams, U.S.N., who was not appointed fleet pay- 
master by the President, as the law requires, “but was 
only detailed to act as such temporarily by orders of the 
Commander-in-Chief, Pacific Fleet, April 30, 1908.” 

In reply to a request from the Paymaster General of 
the Army for a decision in the matter of the pay of the 
Vorto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry, Assistant 
Comptroller Mitchell decides “that an honorable discharge 
at the expiration of a two-year enlistment in the Porto 
Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry is not an honor- 
able discharge ‘at the termination of an enlistment 
period’ within the meaning of the Act of May 11, 1998, 
quoted from, and that a private of the Porto Rico 
Provisional Regiment of Infantry so discharged and re- 
enlisting within three months from the date thereof for 
three years, is to be regarded as serving in his first en- 
listment period during the latter enlistment.” The Act 
of April 23, 1904, provided that enlistments in the Porto 
Rico Regiment should be for two years, without re-enlist- 
ment in time of peace except in the case of non-commis- 
sioned officers. This was changed by the Act of May 11, 
1908, which changed the period to three years and allowed 
re-enlistments, “such enlistments and re-enlistments to be 
subject to the regulations governing the Army at large. 





The Act of May 27, 1908, changed the title to the “Porto 
Rico Regiment of Infantry.””’ The question was whether 
the enlistment for two years permitted the soldier to take 
advantage of the provision of the Act of May 11, 1908, al- 
lowing three months’ pay to the man who re-enlists within 
three months of the termination of his first enlistment. 
The Paymaster General thought not and the Comptroller 
approves of his conclusion. 

An interesting question was settled Oct. 3 by Comptrol- 
ler Tracewell in response to a request for a ruling coming 
from the Acting Chief of Engineers. U.S. Army. Part of 
the plant of a failing contractor was purchased from the 
receiver, who demanded immediate payment. Lieut. Col. 
Geo. A. Zinn, C.E., having charge of the work, held that 
under the contract the government had the right to pur- 
chase and that the purchase from the receiver was a pur- 
chase under the contract, which further required that all 
payments for the work should cease on the annulment of 
the contract, awaiting the final adjustment of the ac- 
count, which in this case would leave nothing due to the 
contractor, and that the receiver as assignee could secure 
no greater rights than the assignor had. Sustaining this 
conclusion, the Comptroller held that the title to the 
property passed to the government on delivery and thaty 
the contractor had no right to the purchase price which 
was subject to the conditions of the contract as to the 
adjustment of accounts. ‘The sale on the one hand and 
purchase on the other mutually have regard to the liabili- 
ties springing from the annulment of the contract: and 
there is no provision in the contract which negatives the 
right of the government to interpose its counter claim 
agai’est a demand of the contractor at this time. With- 
holding payment of the purchase price is but the exer- 
cise of the common right which belongs to every creditor.” 
A third party in interest is the surety of the contractor 
who should be protected by withholding payments until 
payments are legally due. Any other action would in all 
probability defeat an action on the bond. 

In reply to a communication from the Quartermaster 
of the Marine Corps, the Comptroller decides as follows: 
“T am of opinion that by authority of this statute the 
provision in the Act of May 11, 1908 (35 Stat., 108), for 
furnishing horse equipments to officers of the Army be- 
low the grade of major required to be mounted has ap- 
plication also to officers of like grade in the Marine 
Corps whose duties require them to be mounted. There- 
fore officers of the Marine Corps below the grade of ma- 
jor required to be mounted who do not previde their own 
mounts are entitled to have issued to them such of the 
above articles of horse equipment as may be necessary 
for their use and under the same conditions as are pre- 
seribed for their issue to Army officers, including ac- 
countability for the after issue and their return upon the 
completion of the mounted duty.” The G.O. 125, W.D., 
referred to will he found on page 1380 of the ARMY AND 
NAVY JouRNAL of Aug. 15, 1908. 





GOVERNMENT INFRINGEMENT OF PATENTS. 


Much has been made of the fact that Associate Justice 
Charles H. Robb, of the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals has reversed the court below in the case of Fried. 
Krupp Aktiengesellschaft vs. William Crozier, Chief of 
Ordnance, U.S.A., and held that the defendant should be 
restrained from infringing the patents secured in this 
country by the Krupp company for certain devices used 
in connection with field guns and gun carriages. The de- 
cision in question is not based on the merits, but is one 
of law. The Department of Justice has charge of the liti- 
gation and has thus far contested the right of the com- 
plainant to be in court. General Crozier denies that 
there has been any infringement whatever. The devices 
are three in number, perhaps the most important being a 
recoil cylinder. Practically the same questions of law 
were gone over in what is known as the Seabury-Driggs 
ease ten or twelve years ago, when Judge Nathan Goff 
was on the District bench, and in that case the court 
held precisely the reverse of the position taken by Judge 
Robb. In the present suit the Krupp Company seeks 
to enjoin the Chief of Ordnance of the United States 
Army from manufacturing certain improvements in 
field gun mounts: to which the government demurred, 
holding that General Crozier was manufacturing these 
mounts merely as» Chief of Ordnance of the United 
States Army, that he had no personal interest in 
the matter, and that the suit was in reality a suit 
against the United States government, and as such could 
not be maintained. On demurrer, the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia sustained this contention and 
dismissed the bill of complaint. On appeal to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, for the District of Co- 
lumbia, the opinion of the lower court was reversed, and 
the appellate court held in part as follows: 

“That the Patent Office of the United States issued 
these patents in pursuance of law and therein purported 
to grant to the patentee, his heirs and assigns, for a stat- 
ed period ‘the exclusive right to make, use, and vend the 
invention or discovery throughout the United States’ is 
admitted; but, it is contended, in behalf of appellee, that 
because this inexcusable encroachment upon the rights 
of appellant inures to the benefit of the government the 
courts are powerless to stay the hands of the wrongdoer. 
If such be the case, one department of the government 
may without warrant or authority. and in direct violation 
of the rights of third parties, nullify the lawful acts of 
another department of the government. 

“We can not believe that in the eyes of the law it is 
any less obnoxious for an officer of the government to ap- 
propriate property for the benefit of the government, un- 
der the conditions surrounding this case. than it would 
be to appropriate it for his own personal benefit. Nor do 
we find anything inconsistent with this proposition in 
either Belknap v. Schild, 161 U.S. 10, or International 
Postal Supply Co. v. Bruce. 194 U.S.. 601. * * #* 

“It will thus be seen that in the Belknap and Bruce 
eases the subject-matter involved was property of the 
United States, and that, therefore, the United States was 
necessarily a party. In the present case it is not sought 
to disturb the United States in the possession and use of 
the guns already manufactured. The court is not asked 
to deal with property of the United States. The plain- 
tiff simply asks that an officer of the United States be re- 
strained from invading rights granted by the government 
itself. The acts complained of are not only not sanc- 
tioned by any law, but are inconsistent with the patent 
laws of the United States. * * #* 

“If an officer, who in good faith is attempting to exe- 
cute the command of his superiors, a command issued in 
supposed obedience of express statute, is subject to the 
injunctive process of the courts, much more ought an 
officer to be restrained whose only excuse for violating 
private rights is that he is acting for the benefit of the 
government. Assuming for the purpose. of this opinion 
the truth of the allegation of infringement, it is apparent 


that unless the relief sought is granted, plaintiff’s patents 
will be valueless in the United States since they are of 
no use to the government alone. It follows that the de- 
cree must be reversed with costs, and the cause remanded 
for further proceedings not inconsistent with this 
opinion.” 

This decision affirms the dectrine laid down in the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
in the case of Sir William Armstrong, Mitchell & Co. 
xgainst O’Neil and others, in which it was held that a 
government officer had no right to infringe a patent, and 
if he did so, he was personally responsible as a_tort- 
feasor; but it goes further, and holds that not only may 
an action at law for damages be sustained, but that an 
injunction may issue against a government officer for any 
further continuance of the infringing acts. 


AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 


' Aviator Herring showed his aeroplane ‘to the Army 
airship board, consisting of Major Squiers, Captain Wal- 
lace, Lieutenants Lahm and Foulois, Oct. 13, in the bal- 
loon house at Fort Myer. Lieutenant Creecy, of the 
Navy, was present as a spectator and several newspaper 
men. During the time that Mr.’ Herring explained his 
machine to the board the balloon house was cleared of all 
but the members of the board. The device was _ tech- 
nically accepted by the board and Oct. 14 Mr.. Herring 
shipped all the patts of his. machine back to New York, 
from which: pointit isrexpected that he will send it to 
some remote, and. little frequented place for practical 
trials in flying. Probably a member of the board will be 
sent to witness*the experiments:'* Mr. Herring, profiting 
by the’ sad ‘experience of Mrs«QOrville Wright, did not 
want to try-hisajachine on the. short course at Fort Myer, 
and in the distracting .presence of thousands of specta- 
tors. The Herring machine is described as embracing 
many ingenious designs in -construction. The: motor 
weighs nineteen pounds -and: deyeleps twenty-two horse- 
power. Parts of the,machine are said to. be marvels of 
workmanship. The central frame of the machine Was 
assembled. It was.made out of spruce wood, about three- 
quarters of an inch thick, and steel tubing about the same 
size in outside diameter, and that must have been remark- 
ably thin considering its weight. The motor was a five- 
eylinder affair, air cooled and made out of nickel steel 
to stand the great heat developed. The engine may de- 
velop anywhere from fifteen to twenty-five horsepower, 
and it is so light that one man picked it up and held it at 
arm’s length while it was being photographed. It is built 
much like a watch. Mr. Herring says that his automatic 





‘balancing arrangement, which he calls an “integrating 


machine,” is finished and works perfectly. He claims 
that it will anticipate the action of the wind and move 
the wings of the machine to meet the gusts they may 
encounter. Members of the board are little inclined to 
talk about Mr. ‘Herring’s device. At first they seemed 
disposed to expect little from it, but some say they be- 


_lieve it will prove a great success. They intend to see 


that it shall have a thorough and fair trial. 

The tent for housing the Army dirigible balloon No. 1 
at Fort Myer is being pitched on the drill grounds, and 
flights with the motor balloon and free balloons will be 
made as long as good weather continues. The Army diri- 
gible balloon, which was purchased from Capt. Thomas 8S. 
Baldwin, will be fitted up with a wireless receiving and 
sending apparatus, and it will be tested at Fort Myer in 
a few days by Lieutenants Lahm and Foulois, U.S.A. 

The Berlin correspondent of the New York Times 
quotes General Allen as saying that Congress should ap- 
propriate not less than $1,000,000 for military aeronautie 
purposes. A fund of that size only will permit the 
United States to keep well in the forefront. General 
Allen cited the enthusiasm of Germany, which already 
has raised a popular national subscription for Count Zep- 
pelin: that exceeds $1.500,000. He calls this action un- 
paralleled in German history and says it shows how deep- 
seated is the belief that the conquest of the air means a 
great addition to the nation’s powers for offense and de- 
fense. The chief signal officer found Europe ablaze with 
praise for the Wrights, who are now universally called 
kings of the air. Two years ago, when General Allen was 
in Europe, the Wrights were sneered at by European 
aeronauts as “Yankee bluffers.”. The change in senti- 
ment marks the advance of the United States in the art 
of flying.

GENERALS MacARTHUR AND BELL. 

In an article in the New Orleans Sunday Picayune of 
Oct. 11 on “Leaders of the Armies of. the World” are 
sketches of Lieut. Gen. Arthur MacArthur, U.S.A., and 
Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., Chief of Staff. “Tt 
should be a matter of no little pride to the average Amer- 
ican,” says the article, “that of all the famous living lead- 
ers of the world’s armed legions none has shown greater 
daredeviltry in battle, or has a finer war record, than 
Arthur MacArthur, lieutenant general, U.S.A. The same 
is true, though in less degree, because of less service. of 
the Chief of Staff of Uncle Sam’s armed land force, Ma- 
jor Gen. James Franklin Bell. Only one or two of the 
other famous fighters now in active service have seen any- 
thing like as much downright real fighting as MacArthur: 
and none began garnering battle experiences when a 
mere boy, as did our own Lieutenant General. For Mac- 
Arthur was only a slim, delicate boy of 17 when he first 
showed that cool bravery under fire that has marked 
his conduct in every one of the scores of skirmishes, 
brushes and sure-enough battles in which he has drawn 
his sword in behalf of his country—first in the Civil War, 
then for twenty years on the plains, against the Indians. 
and latest, in the Philippines, against the Spaniards and 
the Filipino insurrectionists. 

“Tt was Adjutant MacArthur, then 18, who won a 
Congressional medal of honor at Missionary Ridge by 
seizing his regiment's colors and planting them on the 
works of the enemy on the crest of the Ridge at a time 
when his and other regiments were in disorder on the 
steep hillside. He was then serving as first lieutenant 
and adjutant of the 24th Wisconsin Infantry. His in- 
trepidity in dashing forward with the colors gave the 
troops fresh courage. Forgetting their recent panicky 
condition, they re-formed, and, shouting, leaped forward to 
where the boy MacArthur was waving the flag of their . 
country. In other words. on this part of the battlefield, 
und for this portion of the Union Army, Lieutenant 
MacArthur saved the day. 

“General MacArthur at 19 became commander of what 
was left of his regiment, and thereafter led it into the 
thick of the fighting in some of the famous battles of the 
war. At Kenesaw Mountain he was wounded, but a 
packet of letters prevented the bullet from doing serious 
injury. At the battle of Franklin the brigade to which 
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his regiment was attached reached the battlefield after a 
forced march of twelve hours, and cut its way through 
the enemy to the Union lines, thus bringing victory to the 
Union arms. In official dispatches the 24th Wisconsin 
was credited with doing much in saving the day, which 
regiment, reported the division commander, was ‘led by 
their gallant boy, Col. Arthur MacArthur.’ It was while 
MacArthur and his men were hewing their way through 
the Confederate lines that the boy colonel received the 
only really serious wound of his forty-six years in the 
service of his country. 

“When General MacArthur retires next June the Army 
will never again be headed by a soldier with a Civil War 
record. He is the last of his kind—the volunteer soldier 
who joined the Regular arm of the Service when the Civil 
War was over. 

“Chief of Staff Gen. James Franklin Bell, who is 56, 
and thus MacArthur’s junior by eleven years, also num- 
bers among his battle mementoes a Congressional medal 
of honor. Bell won his badge of bravery. a little more 
than nine years ago, near Porae, in the Philippines, when, 
in advance of his regiment, he charged seven insurgents 
with his pistol and compelled the surrender of the cap- 
tain and two privates, under a close fire from the re- 
maining insurgents concealed in a bamboo thicket. This. 
however, was not the only picturesque thing that Bell did 
while serving in the Philippines. General MacArthur 
could tell a vivid story of Bell's appearance before him 
in the nude during the course of one brush with the in- 
surgents. Bell had found it necessary to report to Gen- 
eral MacArthur; a wide swamp separated him from the 
General. To avoid a long detour, Colonel Bell stripped, 
and leading his horse, went through that swamp and into 
the presence of MacArthur, saluted and made his report 
as coolly as if immaculately garbed for dress parade at 
an Army post.”

SUBSISTENCE OPERATIONS AT CAMPS. 
Capt. Willard D. Newbill, chief commissary at the 
joint maneuvers at Fort Riley, has made the following 
report on the operations of the Subsistence Department 
in connection with the maneuver camp: 


Militia contingents were supplied immediately on arrival 
with groups of one hundred rations to each organization in 
command upon memorandum receipts given by the commissary 
officer. The following day, with assistance of Sergeant Lear, 
ration returns and issue slips were made out for entire period 
of stay and rations, deducting those already received, drawn 
and issued personally by the regimental commissaries. By 
this method. I think commissaries and company officers en- 
gaged on this duty learned considerable about the details of 
subsistence issues. Like the Regular troops, they each day 
drew beef, ice and bread in bulk and distributed same to 
organizations. ‘After a little instruction in this the militia 
contingents had no further trouble. 


Military Commissary Officers: With regard to them I am .- 


glad to report that they displayed great interest in their work 
and desire to learn more about their duties. As before stated 
they personally drew in bulk and issued to their organizations. 
Of course, it required the active help of a regular commis- 
sary sergeant (Lear) to help them make out their issue slips, 
but this is to be expected. As to handling commissary re- 
turns they have, with rare exception, but an academic idea. 
They will not have anything else until stores are regularly 
invoiced to them and returns required. 

The kitchen is one of the weakest points of the militia. 
From what I can learn their cooks are frequently enlisted a 
week or so before maneuvers and discharged upon return 
home. They are occasionally hired negroes. They are, how- 
ever, usually very good cooks, but being such are at times 
not keen to instruction by the Army cooks distributed among 
them from the Training School for Bakers and Cooks. Some 
ef these seemed to think they knew it all, and were wasteful, 


throwing away at first quantities of bread, left-over meats, . 


and fine soup-bones without a qualm, under the old militia 
idea that the government would furnish more when they ran 
short.. However, Captain Holbrook, in charge of the Train- 
ing School for Bakers and Cooks, reports that the results 
were generally satisfactory and that their “cooks learned from 
his men and a great deal about handling the ration and subsist- 
ing their organizations upon it the allotted number of days. 
Some companies had to supplement the ration a good deal 
from state funds, I was told, but this was rare. : 

The help of the Army cooks was highly appreciated by the 
militia officers. Each militia contingent had from three to 
five men detailed in the field bakery. Lieutenant Blair, in 
charge, states that these men worked along with his regular 
bakers in a_ satisfactory manner. The consolidated field 
bakery gave fine opportunities for instruction. 


ATLANTIC BATTLESHIP FLEET. 

The Atlantic Battleship Fleet, under Rear Admiral 
Sperry, was sighted by Japanese warships off the island 
of Kiu-Siu, in Southeastern Japan, early on the morning 
of Oct. 15, and a wireless to Tokio from the Japanese 
fleet sent to meet. the American warships reported that 
Admiral Sperry, his officers and men were witnessing the 
maneuvers of the’ Japanese vessels. 

The first official greeting to Admiral Sperry was from 
Vice Admiral Minoru Saito, Minister of the Navy. Baron 
Saito extended to the fleet a hearty welcome on behalf 
of the nation and said that all Japan was anxiously 
awaiting its arrival. At last accounts the fleet was off 
the Island of Shinko Ku, while at-8 o'clock, Oct. 15, it 
was reported that the gunboat Yankton, preceding the 
battleships, had been sighted by Japanese war vessels off 
the coast, and is due at Yokohama about 10 a.m., Oct. 


The Japanese Navy Department has issued maps 
showing the manner in which the battleships will be an- 
chored. Each vessel is assigned to a buoy.. The Ameri- 
can Ambassador and his staff will meet the fleet aboard 
a special steamer; and the members of the American 
Commission to the Japanese Exposition will have an- 
other. A third vessel has been chartered by the delega- 
tion of the Pacific coast business men which arrived here 
several days ago. The American-Asiatic Society will 
be represented by many of its members who have ar- 


ranged for a large steamer elaborately decorated. The- 


official entry into Yokohama harbor will occur Saturday 
morning, Oct. 1T. 

Every available vessel in the harbor of Yokohama has 
been chartered to convey excursionists to meet the war- 
ships on their approach.. All Japan is astir in anticipa- 
tion of the arrival of the Americans. Yokohama, and 
Tokio in particular, are given over to enthusiastic prepa- 
ration. The decorations in these cities are so extensive 
and general as to be remarkable, not only in Japan, but 
in any country of the world.’ All the Japanese newspa- 
pers of prominence are printing editions in English, with 
long editorials assuring the American officers and sailors 
of a hearty welcome by the nation. 

By official orders the American flag will everywhere be 
displayed with the Japanese flag, and at night every 
house in Yokohama and Tokio, as well as in the villages 
between the two places:.will put out lighted lanterns hav- 
ing the American and Japanese flags on them. 

About 3,500 American bluejackets will have shore leave 
each day, and the Japanese program provides for their 
entertainment every minute of the day and evening. Re- 
ceptions will be held at Yokohama Park, where every 
form of entertainment is provided free. The Japanese 
theaters of Yokohama will entertain 600 sailors daily. 
The government has provided guides for the visitors, and 
instructions have been issved to the men of the Japanese 
fleet, as well as to the people generally, that every assist- 
ane should be given to the American sailors. The mer- 
chants have been warned that exorbitant charges will not 
be countenanced. 

A condensed official program is as follows: Saturday, 
Oct. 17—Arrival of fleet at Yokohama: exchange of offi- 
cial visits; dinner in the evening by the Japanese com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Sunday.—The city of Yokohama gives a reception in 
the park to all the officers and eight hundred men; din- 
ner in the evening by the Mayor and representative citi- 
zens, followed by a reception by the Governor of Kamua- 
gawa at his official residence. 

Monday.—Rear Admiral Sperry, accompanied by his 
flag officers and captains, arrive at twenty minutes of ten 
in Tokio: official visits; dinner by Ambassador O’Brien 
at the Imperial Hotel. 

Tuesday.—His Majesty, the Emperor, gives audience 
and luncheon to Admiral Sperry an4 thirty of the higher 
officers ; dinner in the evening by the Minister of Marine 
at the Navy Civb. 

Wedt1:esday.—Luncheon by the Minister of War at the 
Arsenal Garden: garden party in the afternoon by Ad- 
miral ogo in the Imperial Gardens; dinner in the even- 
ing by the Prime Minister at his official residence. 

Thursday.—Luncheon by the Mayor of Tokio; after- 
noon reception by the city of Tokio in Hibiya Park: 
dinner by the Minister of Foreign Affairs at his official 
residence; performances later at the Kabuki Theater by 
the Bankers’ Club. ’ 

Friday.—Forenoon and afternoon reserved for the 
American fleet; Japanese dinner at the Maple Club. 

Saturday.—Departure of the fleet. 

A large number of entertainments for the warrant offi- 
cers and men. extending throughout the week, have been 
arranged by the Japanese navy and by the municipal au- 
thorities of Tokio and Yokohama. 





SENATOR LODGE ON THE NAVY. 


U.S. Senator Lodge of Massachusetts made a strong 
plea for a larger Navy in an address at the Republican 
ratification meeting held in Boston on Oct. 12. Some 
striking excerpts from his speech follow. We are glad to 
find Mr. Lodge so well disposed toward the Navy. The 
Army will wish that he were better informed as to their 
needs. Senator Lodge said: “We need no larger Army. 
We have no fear of our neighbors—our friends and kin- 
dred on the north and our friends to the south. All we 
need of the Army is that it shonld be a first-rate army of 
its size, thoroughly organized, armed and prepared. 

“But when we turn to the other force we confront an 
entirely different situation. If there is ever to he a great 
war—which God forbid—in which the United States 
should be engaged, that danger would come across the 
seas, and the protection and defense of the United States 
is on the ocean. The United States Navy should be main- 
tained not only at the highest efficiency, but in ample 
numbers to give complete protection to both coasts. The 
Pacific is as much ovr coast as the Atlantic, and neither 
should go unprotected. 

“Now we have had a great deal of discussion of late. 
both in the newspapers and in Congress, about additions 
to the Navy. It has been depicted by some persons as 
ridiculously small and others who seek sensation rather 
than truth have depicted it as hopelessly weak as it now 
stands. Others have pictured the Navy as an enormous, 
overwhelming force. There is nothing to be gained by 
misrepresentation in either way. and now I will state 
what the Navy is and just what it needs, and I want the 
Republican party retained in power among many other 
reasons, but among the chief reasons because it is the 
policy of that party to keep the Navy of the United 
States where it ought to be kept. 

“We have fewer officers than have much smaller navies. 
Now, as I state these facts to you, it appears that the 
United States is to-day the second navai Power in the 


world in warship tonnage and in sea strength, even after 
making all due allowance for our shortcomings in the way 
of torpedoboat destroyers. 

“Those other naval Powers which at present rank be- 
low us have six and more of these great new ships, of 
which the Dreadnought is the type, built or building. We 
have only two building and two authorized, and unless 
we follow in this type of ship in five years the United 
States will drop to the fifth place in the navies of the 
world. That is not the place we ought to occupy. We 
lave none too large a navy now.”

FRAUDULENT ENLISTMENT OF A MINOR. 


Judge Holt, in the U.S. Cireuit Court, S.D. of New 
York, in the case of Lewkowitz, to procure the discharge 
of a minor enlisted without the consent of his parents, as 
published in our issue of Sept. 26, page 88, held that the 
ruling in the cases Re Carver, 108 Fed. Rep., 624; Re 
Houghton, 123 Fed. Rep., 239, had been superseded by 
the decision Re Scott, 144 Fed. Rep., 79; Re Moore, 159 
Fed. Rep. 701; Re Dowd, 90 Fed. Rep., 718, and Re 
Carver, 142 Fed. Rep., 263. The original construction 
of the statute in the case first named was that ‘as the 
writ of habeas corpus was issued before the charges of 
fraudulent enlistment were made this court has a right 
to discharge the minor, notwithstanding the pendency of 
the charges before the court-martial, under the general 
doctrine that a court which first obtains jurisdiction can- 
not be prevented from exercising its jurisdiction by 
the pendency of any subsequent proceedings in any other 
court.’ 

From the decision In re Dowd, supra, we quote: “It 
is urged in behalf of the petitioner that the enlistment 
of the minor was absolutely void under this section, and 
that the parents of such minor are entitled to his pres- 
ent custody, notwithstanding the judgment of the court- 
martial; that, his enlistment being void, that tribunal 
could not acquire any jurisdiction over his person, and 
its judgment is, for that reason, void. The case of In re 
Baker, 23 Fed. 30, undoubtedly sustains this contention. 
So, also, in the case of In re Grimley, 38 Fed. 84, the 
court held that the enlistment of a person over the age 
of 35 years was void, and gave to the military court no 
jurisdiction to try him for the offense of desertion from 
the Army. because such enlistment was in violation of 
Section 1116 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, which provides that persons enlisting in the Army 
‘must be effective and able-bodied men, and between the 
ages of sixteen and thirty-five years at the time of their 
enlistment.” This case was, however, reversed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States (In re Grimley, 137 
U.S. 147, 11 Sup. Ct. 54), and it.seems now to be settled 
that the enlistment of a minor contrary to the provisions 
of the section of the United States Revised Statutes above 
quoted is not absolutely void, but only voidable (In re 
Morrissey, 137 U.S. 157, 11 Sup. Ct. 57; McConologue’s 
Case, 107 Mass. 170); and it necessarily results from 
this view that the minor is subject to trial and punish- 
ment in the manner provided by the Articles of War for 
any offense against such articles committed by him while 
in actual service under his enlistment.” 

In re Moore it was decided: “Where the record in a 
habeas corpus proceeding to procure the discharge from 
the Army of an enlisted soldier does not show, except by 
ex parte affidavit attached to the petition, that he was a 
minor when he enlisted or that his enlistment was with- 
out his parents’ consent, and where the return of the 
military commandant, alleging due enlistment for an un- 
expired term, desertion, surrender, commitment to the 
commandant, and confinement under pending chaarges for 
the desertion, was not traversed, the writ was properly 
denied. When the charge of desertion against Auburn 
Moore has been disposed of, or if the military authorities 
do not proceed thereon within a reasonable delay, the ap- 
pellants can renew their application for a writ of habeas 
corpus.” 





SILVER SERVICE TO U.S.S. COLORADO. 


On a brilliant sunshiny morning (Oct. 6), when the 
Bay of San Francisco was its most beautiful self, the 
good ship Colorado, U.S. Navy, was arrayed in gala dress 
to receive the delegation from the Centennial state which 
had traveled over all these miles to present the magnifi- 
cent silver service offered by the state to the ship. It was 
a notable company which went aboard, Ex-Governor 
James Peabody (well known as Colorado’s chief executive 
during the famous Socialist outrages, and hence called the 
war governor) was not only the “toastmaster” cf the 
occasion, but he also had the honor and pleasure of bring- 
ing with him his daughter, Miss Peabody, who four years 
ago christened the big armored cruiser at Cramp’s ship- 
yard. Attorney General Dickson represented the present 
Governor of Colorado, who could not attend. Mr. George 
represented Denver, and last, but not least, Mr. McDon- 
ough—quiet but forceful—represented the committee who 
had chosen so wisely and well when they selected the 
beautiful silver. 

It was hard to tell which to look at—the glittering 
array of dishes, Paul Revere’s own pattern, spread on a 
flag-covered dais, or the people gathered together to 
honor the occasion. Most unexpectedly, Mr. Thomas 
Walsh, the mining millionaire of Colorado, and his -vife 
were among the spectators, but Mr. Walsh was not al- 
lowed to remain only a spectator. Being called upon for 
a speech he not only made one, but so good a one that it 
was met by roars of laughter and loud applause. Indeed, 
all the speakers, Governor Peabody, Mr. George, General 
Dickson and Mr. Walsh, were greatly enjoyed by the 
guests, the officers and the 850 sailors and marines drawn 
up on the deck. 

Capt. E. B. Underwood, U.S.N:, in a brief and pithy 
reply, accepted the beautiful silver in the name of “the 
officers and men of the U.S.S. Colorado, past, present and 
to come,” and then the formal part of the exercise was 
over. The guests were invited below to a buffet luncheon. 
and while they were thus occupied the silver was housed 
in its permanent quarters in a glass case in the after 
cabin. where, illuminated with special electric lights, it 
certainly should have made proud the heart of every 
Coloradan. Among the crew were ten or twelve Colo- 
rado boys, and they were especially honored by a personal 
hand-shake from Miss Peabody, and .a fine box of cigars 
from Mr. Walsh. The band played merrily andthe in- 
land visitors were charmed with that much of “life on 
the ocean wave,” while the sailors feel that henceforth 
they have a special tie with that state of the Union 
which is said to be—geographically, at least !—nearest 
heaven, one mile nearer it than is the sea.

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CAMPAIGN MEDALS DESCRIBED. 


A description has been issued of the campaign medals 
designed by Mr. Frank D. Millel, which were described 
and illustrated in the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL at the 
time they were first designed. 

The “Merit” medal has a war eagle on one side with 
the words “For Merit” on the reverse, surrounded by 
a wreath of oak leaves, the whole as a circle composed 
of the words United States of America in the upper half, 
and thirteen stars in the lower half. The red, white 
and blue ribbon has the blue on the outside with the 
red stripes separated by white to distinguish it from 
others in which the red, white and blue are combined. 

The Indian War medal has on the obverse an Indian 
warrjor in fighting trim, the nearest approach to the 
ancient Greek horseman. Above are the words “Indian 
Wars” with arrow heads completing the circle. On 
the reverse is a trophy composed of an eagle perched 
on a cannon supported by five standards, significant of 
the five great wars in which the United States Army has 
been engaged. With the standards are rifles, an Indian 
shield, spear and quiver of arrows, to suggest the In- 
dian wars, a Cuban machete, and a Sulu kriss. Below 
the trophy are the words, “For Service.” The whole is 
surrounded by a circle composed of the words ‘United 
States Army” in the upper half, and thirteen stars in 
the lower half. The ribbon is a simple band of bright red 
with a narrow strip of deep red on either edge to dis- 
tinguish it from others, notably from that of the Legion 
of Honor. 3 

The reverse of the China Relief Expedition medal is 
the same as that of the Indian War medal. On the ob- 
verse is the imperial Chinese five-toed dragon with the 
head in full face in the middle, the whole in a_ circle 
composed of the words “China Relief Expedition” with 
the dates “1900-1901” at the bottom. The ribbon is 
distinguished by a broad band of imperial yellow with 
a narrow edge of blue. : 

On the obverse of “The Civil War” medal is the head 
of Lincoln nearly in profile facing to the right, sur- 
rounded by these words, taken from the Gettysburg 
oration: “With malice toward none, with charity for 
all.” On the reverse are the words “The Civil War,” 
and below this the dates “1861-1865,”’ the whole sur- 
rounded by a wreath formed of a branch of oak on thé 
left, and a branch of olive on the right, the stems joined 
at the bottom by a conventional knot or bow. The red, 
white and blue ribbon is distinguished from that of the 
Loyal Legion by having two bands of red, white and 
blue, with the red on the outside and the blue stripes 
separated by a narrow stripe of white. _ : 

On the obverse of the ‘“‘War with Spain” medal, is a 
conventionalized castle with the addition of two round 
corner towers, suggesting the type of the Cuban morro, 
the whole in a circle composed of the words “War with 
Spain” in the upper half, and in the lower half the date 
“1898” at the bottom, with a branch of the tobaccg plant 
on the left and stalk of sugar cane on the right. The 
reverse is the same as that of the Indian wars medal. 
The ribbon is composed of a broad band of yellow be- 
tween two bands of red, with a narrow border af blue 
on either edge. me i 

On the obverse of the “Philippine Insurrection 
medal is a conventional cocoanut palm tree. On the 
left of it is a Roman lamp, significant of enlightenment, 
and on the right scales symbolizing justice. The whole 
is in a circle composed of the words “Philippine Insur- 
rection” and the date “1899” at the bottom. The re- 
verse is the same as that of the “Indian wars” medal. 
The ribbon is composed of a broad band of blue between 
bands of red with a narrow stripe of blue on either edge. 

On the obverse of the ‘““The Congressional” medal is 
a group composed of a color bearer holding the United 
States flag and supported by two men with rifles on their 
shoulders, the three facing the left. The fiag extends to 
the rim, between the words “Philippine” and “Insurrec- 
tion.” Below the group is the date “1899.” As this 
medal was voted by Congress to be given the soldiers 
who followed the flag in the Philippines under unusual 
conditions or circumstances, it seemed appropriate to 
represent 2 color guard of soldiers in campaign dress 
bearing the United States flag. The medal is given to 
both Regulars and Volunteers, and has therefore a spe- 
cial design on the reverse. This consists of the words 
“For Patriotism,” ‘Fortitude and Loyalty,” in a circle 
composed of a branch of pine on the left and a branch 
of palm on the right, the stems joined by a conventional 
knot or bow. The ribbon is cormposed of a broad band 
of blue with a narrow white stripe separating it from 
bands of red, white and blue on either side, the blue of 
the same forming the edge. 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The survey approved for work on the Alabama is for 
a general overhauling, which will be done at the New 
York Navy Yard. The ship has been in commission for 
seven years without repairs and is in need of a good deal 
of work. The Maine is to go to the Portsmouth yard, 
where she is to undergo repairs for a period of twenty-six 
days, when she will be sent out on duty to return and go 
out of commission in the spring. 

At her official trials on Oct. 7 the British cruiser 
Inflexible attained a speed of twenty-seven and one-fourth 
knots, breaking all records for ships of her class. A 
fog prevailed at the time. 

The U.S.S. Charleston will leave the Bremerton yard 
about Oct. 26 for the Asiatic Station, via Honolulu and 
Guam. Upon the arrival of the Charleston on the sta- 
tion the vessel will become the flagship of the Third 
Squadron, U.S. Pacific Fleet, replacing the Rainbow. 

The U.S.S. Salem will leave the Boston yard about 
Oct. 15 for Guantanamo Bay, stopping at New York, en 
route, for a “shaking down” cruise. The vessel will leave 
Guantanamo for Rockland, Me., stopping at Bradford, 
R.1., en route, in time for certain trials to be held on 
Nov. 15. 

Experiments were made at Newport, R.I., Oct. 14, with 
Whitehead torpedoes against a steel net, under the super- 
vision of Lieut. Comdr. J. V. Babeock, U.S.N. The tor- 
pedoes were fired from the torpedoboat Morris, the lat- 
ter each time going at full speed. The test was made at 
a range of about fifteen hundred yards. Four more shots 
were fired, as the range was gradually reduced to twelve 
hundred yards. So far as could be learned, the net kept 
out the torpedoes. Definite details, however, are not 
available. 

Preparations for the reception of the Atlantic Battle- 
ship Fleet at Amoy, China, are nearing completion. The 
original program has been slightly altered, although the 
*main scheme has been maintained. ‘wo triumphal arches 
have been erected, one costing 35,000 taels (about 


. $28,000). Expense has not been spared in the decora- 


tions and the providing of entertainment for the visitors. 


A survey has been approved this week for a general 
overhauling of the Cincinnati at a cost of ,000. New 


fire control equipment will be installed, but it is not - 


likely that the ship will be provided with the new steel 
mast. 

The specifications for the new collier, the Cyclops, 
are in the hands of the printer and will be sent out to 
the various shipbuilding firms likely to become bidders 
within the next few days. These ships are to carry 
2,500 tons of coal and their engines will furnish a speed 
of fourteen knots. The other collier that is to be built 
at the New York yard is to be called the Jupiter. The 
three that are being built at the Sparrow’s Point yard 
are to be called Vulean, Mars and Hector.

The appointment by the President of the United States of 
National Guard officers as ‘‘additional second lieutenants’’ in 
the Regular Army was urged in resolutions adopted on Oct. 9 
at the annual convention of the Illinois National Guard and 
Naval Reserve Association in Chicago. It is planned to in- 
troduce a bill in Congress covering the subject. Included in 
the resolutions was a recommendation that officers of the 
naval reserve be appointed ensigns in the U.S. Navy. 

A new military company has been organized at Baton 
Rouge, La., and has been designated Co. E, of the ist Regi- 
ment Infantry, and attached to the 2d Battalion. The new 
company was organized by L. A. Fitch, formerly connected 
with the old Pelican Rifle Company. 

It is pointed out that under the new clothing allowance 
prescribed for the N.G.N.Y. of $10 per man annually, for 
each man in the organization, it will take several years to 
fully equip a regiment with blankets, overcoats, hats, etc., 
according to the new patterns as used in the Army. Take 
a regiment, for example, with 720 men to equip. Its allow- 
ance would be $7,200. It is now equipped with the old blue 
overcoat, and if it wants the new olive drab, which costs 
$16.40 each, the cost would be $11,608.80. It needs the new 
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olive drab blankets, and as these at bottom price will cost 
the regiment $4.87 each, the full amount would cost $3,506.40. 
The best that can be done will be to equip a couple of com- 
panies at a time, with the new clothing, and this will mean 
the parading of a regiment with different kinds of uniforms. 
The clothing aHowance to any organization for any one year, 
cannot be carried over to a subsequent year, and the unre- 
quired allowance to an organization, will lapse at the close of 
the fiscal year. The prescribing of the annual allowance 
will be a great advantage to organizations, as each will know 
what it is entitled to draw.

Col. Lea Febiger, 3d U.S. Inf., who during the re- 
cent joint maneuvers at camp near American Lake, Wash., 
was on duty as inspector general, in a report of his observa- 
tions, as to the troops from the Washington National Guard, 
says: 

2d Infantry, Washington National Guard. 

Consisted of band and twelve companies, commanded by 
Lieut. Col. Matt H. Gormley, regular officer assigned as as- 
sistant and adviser, 1st Lieut. Henry Hossfeld, 3d Inf. 

Arrived in camp, by rail, in three detachments on day set; 
detrained rapidly and methodically, furnished proper details, 
worked together, and pitched camp promptly, without noise 
or confusion. 

Their drill hours were from 7:30 to 9 a.m., and from 2 to 4 
p.m., but they usually exceeded these. Good progress had 
been made by end of camp in the drills prescribed. 

Military courtesies were particularly well observed for Na- 
tional Guardsmen, both by sentinels and men out of ranks 
at all times. 

Equipment was very good, except shoes. Few men were 
properly shod, black shoes predominated and patent leathers 
were frequently seen. Physical appearance of the men as a 
whole was very good, and set up fair. 

The esprit de corps of the regiment was excellent, which 
was the more remarkable as the units are much scattered and 
widely separated throughout the state. There was little or 
no mixing of officers and enlisted men usually observed in 
the National Guard. Consolidated regimental and _ battalion 
headquarters mess, and company officers with their companies. 

They kept a very neat camp, and complied with all sanitary 
regulations as soon as they learned what was required, and 
how. Kitchens, sinks (Reed troughs) and company streets 
were well policed, and tent walls raised daily for airing. 

At maneuvers they were willing, intelligent and energetic. 
They broke camp promptly and without confusion, and en- 
trained with dispatch, though cars were not chalked nor other- 
wise marked with company letters as required. Left an ex- 
tremely clean camp ground, with nothing to criticize. On the 
whole this regiment created a most favorable impression by 
its action, spirit, equipment and morale. 

The total absence of liquor on the officers’ line was a most 
prominent feature, and no enlisted man was observed even 
under the influence of it at any time. 


Troop B, Cavalry, Washington National Guard, 


Commanded by ist Lieut. H. W. Palmer, reported to com- 
mander of the Regular Cavalry, and worked with and was in- 
structed by his command. 

Marched to camp from Tacoma, fourteen miles, on day set, 
with full packs. Went into camp promptly and without con- 
fusion, really equal to Regulars. All details seemed to have 
been made beforehand, horses were at once unsaddled and 
taken charge of by horse holders, details at once proceeded 
to set posts and stretch picket lines, chop wood for kitchens, 
and erect tents, guard over equipments placed at once, all 
apparently without orders. They left camp by marching, 
equally well. 

The horses being mostly hired, were of all sorts, colors 
and sizes, untrained to cavalry work in great part, so it was 
remarkable the results they got out of them. The general re- 
marks on the Washington infantry equally apply to the troop. 

The following is an extract from report of 1st Lieut. Paul 
W. Beck, Signal Corps, U.S. Army, chief signal officer, Camp 
David S. Stanley, Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 11, 1908. 

Co. A, Signal Corps, Washington National Guard. 

On July 31, three officers (Capt. A. L. Hankins, 1st Lieut. 
W. H. Nelson and 1st Lieut. L. S. Nelson), and fifteen en- 
listed men of Co. A, Signal Corps, N.G.W., reported for duty 
and remained until the 9th ult. In compliance with War De- 
partment orders they brought no material; they were merged 
into Company E for all duties and did very creditably. The 
three officers are exceptionally well informed and are ener- 
getic and efficient. The men are able and willing. 

The program of instruction under Par. 3, G.O, 11, W.D., 
c.s., was as follows: Aug. 2. National Guard Signal Corps 
reached camp. Erected tents and were absorbed into Co. E, 
Signal Corps. One cook took his place in the company kitchen, 
the first sergeant and company clerk took their place in the 
orderly room. The National Guard non-commissioned officers 
were put on guard as extra members. There were no pri- 
vates with this command. , 

Throughout the entire period of their stay they were 
handled exactly as were the men of Company E and their dis- 
cipline, willingness and intelligence did not fall below that of 
the Regular Army signal men present, There were but two 
fair telegraph operators with the detachment; but in all other 
branches of the field work they made a most excellent show- 


ing.

Col. S. W. Brookhart, general inspector of small arms prac- 
tice of Iowa, in an official letter to Adjutant General Thrift, in 
reference to the work of the Iowa rifle team in the Nationa! 
Match at Camp Perry, Ohio, says: 

“The general efficiency of the teams has never been sur- 
passed in a national match, although _the scores were lower 
than last year because of the change in the rapid fire target 
and the hard weather conditions. Sit 

‘“The Iowa team showed perhaps the greatest gain in ef- 
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ficiency of any team in the match. It finished in the twelfth 
place, making a gain of nine places over last year. There are 
but six National Guard teams above it, the others being from 
the Regular Service. It is forty-nine points ahead of the 
next team below while the next four teams above are all with- 
in fifty points, one of them leading by but four points and 
another by but six. A ricochet shot at 1,000 yards made 
by Captain Gantt was scored a miss by the range officer and 
this ruling was protested. Should the protest be sustained by 
the national board, Iowa will then take eleventh place in- 
stead of twelfth. However, as it stands now, Iowa is but 
230 points below the U.S. Infantry, the winning team, and is 
109 points nearer than last year. The Iowa team led all the 
National Guard teams in skirmish, except the District of Co- 
lumbia, and was within one point of the U.S. Cavalry, and it 
also staid within a few points of all the best teams at the 
long ranges. 

“The team organization and team work were the very best. 
Iowa was always ready to fire the first shot at ‘commence 
firing’ and Iowa fired the last shot of the match. The time 
was all used and exactly as it should be used. The deport- 
ment and discipline could not be improved, and the good feel- 
ing of all the members contributed much to the team success. 

‘“*‘The result of the scores among the team members should 
also afford much encouragement to new men aspiring to 
places on the team. Sergt. Frank L. Beeson, a new man and 
the ‘baby’ of the team, made the highest total score for the 
match, and that at a time when the older members of the 
team were making their best record.’’ 

The annual competition in rifle and pistol firing for the 
Iowa National Guard for the year 1908 will be held at the 
state rifle range, eleven miles north of the city of Des Moines, 
commencing Tuesday, Oct. 20, and ending Friday, Oct. 23, 
inclusive. The competition will be preceded by preliminary 
practice. Slow fire at all ranges; rapid fire on A target at 
200 yards; and one 20-shot skirmish run. Schools of in- 
struction will be held daily and-every means possible will be 
taken advantage of to impart instruction. The sixth annual 
meeting of the Iowa Rifle Association will be held in_con- 
junction with the Guard competition, above mentioned, on 
the completion of the preliminary practice, and the rules and 
regulations for small arms competitions prepared by the Na- 
tional Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice published in 
W.D. G.O. No. 26, ¢.s., are adopted for the government of 
this competition. All members of the Guard are privileged 
to shoot in all matches of the Association, but they are not 
to share in the prizes unless they are members of the Associa- 
tion or have paid the required entrance fee. 

Col. S. W. Brookhart, general inspector of small arms prac- 
tice, is designated as ding officer and chief executive 
officer for the competition. The range officers are: Chief range 
officer, Col. William T. Chantland, 56th Inf.. Range officers: 
Major F. R. Fisher, 53d Inf.; Major E. E. Lucas, 54th Inf.; 
Capt. Lloyd D. Ross, assistant inspector small arms practice, 
55th Inf.; Capt. E. S. Geist, assistant inspector small arms 
practice, 53d Inf. By request, Lieut. Morton C. Mumma and 
Lieut. Edgar N. Coffey, 2d U.S. Cav. 

There are seventeen different matches, some of which are 
open to teams from the Army, and some of them are individual 
matches open to everybody. All civilians as well as mem- 
bers of the organized militia, Regular Army and Navy are 
eligible to compete in the matches open to everybody, pro- 
vided they shoot with the arm and ammunition called for in 
the conditions of the match. The state of Iowa will supply 
tents to all contestants free of charge. Meal tickets may be 
purchased of the camp commissary at twenty-five cents each. 
Service ammunition will be for sale by the ordnance officer 
on order of the executive officer. Capt. C. M. Stanley Corning, 
Iowa, will furnish full information, and send a printed pro- 
gram to those who desire them.

READER asks: Does the time sailing from Manila to China 
count double? Answer: No decision has ever been made as to 
this. It has been the practice to make no distinction between 
service on land and time spent on transports in the Philip- 
pines, and it is presumed that the time occupied in sailing 
from Manila to Tientsin in 1900 has hitherto counted double. 

W. J. C.—The mushroom head in the breech of a gun is 
a part of the obturator. It is that part of the obturator 
spindle exposed to the action of the gases. It is made of 
steel and gets its name from its form. It is made at Water- 
vliet Arsenal. The gas check pad, a part of the obturating 
device, is made of tallow and asbestos and covered with can- 
vas. The pads are manufactured at the arsenal. The De- 
Bange obturator pad is made of asbestos, tallow and paraf- 
fine or other substance, that together form a plastic mixture 
that melts only at a high heat. The ingredients are mixed 
and then pressed into shape under a hydraulic press and pro- 
tected by a cover made of canvas or of asbestos wire cloth. 
In the gun the pressure of the gases against the mushroom 
head compresses the elastic pad and further presses the 
split rings against the walls of the bore, thus effectually pre- 
venting the passage of gas to the rear. 

MAN-0’-WARSMAN asks: What medals and badges am I 
entitled to? I served on the U.S.S. Ericsson from Nov. 1, 
1897, till July 1, 1898; U.S.S. Solace from July 1, 1898 till

Answer: The soldier’s enlistment is determined by the number 
of years of continuous service which he had on May 11, 1908.

J. M. C. asks: A says that a man has to have continuous 
service to wear service stripes, and B says that a person can 
wear them for every enlistment of three or four years whether 
continuous or not. Which is right? Answer: See Par. 90, 
G.O. 169, W.D., 1907. All enlisted men who have served 
faithfully three years wear service chevrons and for each ad- 
ditional three years ‘‘continuously or otherwise’’ an addi- 
tional chevron is worn. B is right.

J. S. W. asks: I enlisted in Volunteer Infantry April 21, 
1898, discharged Jan. 20, 1899; re-enlisted Sept. 21, 1900;

charged Dec. 15, 1904, convenience of the Government; re- 
enlisted Dec. 16, 1904, discharged Dec. 15, 1907; re-enlisted 
Dec. 16, 1907. I was placed in my third enlistment period 
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May 11, 1908. When will I enter my fourth enlistment 
period! Answer: You will remain in your third enlistment 
period during entire period of service under your enlistment 
of Dec. 16, 1907. 

H. G. asks: I enlisted May 18, 1898, in Volunteers; dis- 
charged Jan. 31, 1899; re-enlisted May 1, 1899; «discharged 
May 1, 1902; re-enlisted July 24, 1902; discharged July 23, 
1905; re-enlisted July 24, 1905; discharged July 23, 1908, 
re-enlisted July 24, 1908. When does my fifth enlistment 
period begin? Under the new pay bill what should my pres- 
ent monthly pay be as private, first-class, Hospital Corps? 
Answer: You are in your fourth enlistment period and the 
5th will begin when you re-enlist. Your present pay is $27. 

E. N. asks: I am now serving in my third month, third en- 
listment; how long will I have to-serve in this enlistment 
before I can get my discharge by purchase, and what will 
be the purchasing price? Answer: You can get your dis- 
charge by purchase any time after having served one year. 
Your discharge would cost you now $65. 

A VETERAN asks: (1). A sergeant, U.S. Army, in active 
service draws $50 a month. What would his pay be on the 
retired list, including allowances for clothing, rations and 
quarters? (2). What Cavalry regiment is due for service in 
the Philippines? (3). When is the 11th Cavalry due for 
service in the Philippines? Answer: (1). Your pay when 
retired would be three-fourths of active pay, with $15.75. (2). 
The assignment of organizations for foreign service has not 
been decided. (3). This has not been decided. 

F. P. asks: Do Cos. H and E, Engineers, relieve F and G, 
Engineers, in Cuba, or do we go to the island this coming 
spring? Answer: There is no reason to expect that these 
companies will be sent to Cuba. What companies will be sent 
to the Philippines has not been decided. 

WARD asks: (1). I enlisted Sept. 27, 1905; I was dis- 
charged Jan. 19, 1907, under G.O. 144 to come to the Philip- 
pine Islands; I re-enlisted the same date. I will have three 
years in on Sept. 27. Will I get the three dollars for my 
fourth year or will I get the bonus when I re-enlist Jan. 
19, 1910? Answer: You will get the increase and the bonus.

A SUBSCRIBER asks: What regiments of infantry are 
likely to be ordered, from March until August, 1909, to ser- 
vice in the Philippines? Answer: See reply to J. W. D 

ACTING COOK asks: Is an acting cook of the Hospital 
Corps supposed to do duty in a ward after he finishes his work 
in the kitchen? Answer: A Hospital Corps cook is expected to 
perform any and all duty that is required of him by proper 
authority. 

H. J. H. asks: I enlisted in the Army on June 27, 1904, 
was discharged June 30, 1905, for the convenience of the 
Government; re-enlisted July 1, 1905; served three years; 
discharged June 30, 1908; enlisted again Aug. 19, 1908. 
What pay am I entitled to as a private? Answer: You are 
entitled to the pay of the third enlistment period from re- 
enlistment of Aug. 19, 1908. You are not entitled to bonus. 

W. D. S. asks: Enlisted Nov. 30, 1898; discharged Dec. 3, 
1901. I again enlisted April 12, 1902; discharged April 11, 
1905: re-enlisted April 12, 1905; discharged April 11, 1908; 
re-enlisted April 12, 1908. What should be my pay with ad- 
dition of pay as expert rifleman and as a sergeant of Infantry? 
Answer: You are in your second enlistment period. Pay $41. 

J. D. H. asks: If a first gunner transfers to Field Artillery 
does he get the pay or must he go up again for first-class 
gunner in field battery? Answer: See G.O. 153, 1908, or 
Par. 1364, A.R. Your qualification would continue for three 
years and regardless of the transfer if you were transferred 
at the convenience of the Government. This is a matter that 
rests largely with your commanding officer. 

G. W. R.—For latest address of the Tacoma see under ‘‘Ves- 
sels on Special Service,’’ in our Navy Table, and ‘‘Late Move- 
ments of Navy Vessels,’’ under head of ‘‘Navy,’’ on another 
page. Mail addressed to the ship, care of the P.M., New 
York, will be forwarded. 

E. J. L. asks: Did General Bingham, before accepting the 
position as Police Commissioner of the city of New York, have 
te get permission from the Federal Government, he being a 
retired officer, and why does he still wear the regulation cap 
and coat? Also, did General Miles have to get permission 
before accepting the position in the Massachusetts Militia? 
Answer: A retired officer is at liberty to accept any position 
he sees fit, the only restriction being that he may not draw 
two salaries at the same time for work under the national gov- 
ernment. In the case of General Sickles, who was sent to 
Congress by his state, it was held that the salary paid him 
as a Congressman was not for work under the national govern- 
ment, but as a representative of his state, although the nation- 


al government paid him both his Army salary and his Congres- 
sional salary.. General Bingham wears the uniform of the 
Service because as a retired officer he is still an officer of the

RETIRED OFFICER asks: Your answer to W. L. C. 
(A. and N. J., page 80) states that ‘‘all officers who have 
served during the rebellion as volunteers in the Army of the 
United States * * shall be entitled to bear the official 
title, and, upon occasions of ceremony, to wear the uniform 
of the highest grade they have held, by brevet or other com- 
missions in the volunteer service.’’ Does that preclude volun- 
teer officers of the Philippine service from wearing the uniform 
of the highest grade held by them, or being entitled to bear 
the official title of the highest grade they have held? If it 
does preclude them, is there not another provision of law which 
will enable them to bear the highest title borne by them, or to 
wear the uniform of said highest grade held by them in the 
Philippine service? Answer: Sec. 34, of the law of July 28, 
1866, which is the authority for our answer as quoted, has not 
been amended or superseded by any act extending these bene- 
fits to volunteers in later wars.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The Russian naval budget, submitted to the Duma 
on Oct. 6, amounts to $44,067,500, an increase over 
last year of $616,000. The construction account is 
$8,155,000, of which only $3,771,000 is for new construc- 
tion. The decrease in this item is due to the fact that 
the appropriation for construction of 1908 has not been 
touched, as no decision regarding the design of new 
battleships was reached. ‘The present program includes 
the building of four battleships of 23,000 tons each, five 
torpedoboat destroyers, to have a speed of thirty-five 
knots an hour, and three submarines. The original esti- 
mates of the cost of the battleships have been increased 
by one-third, owing to the greater speed and better arma- 
ment provided for. 

The Belgian military authorities have adopted a new 
wire cutter, which is said to be effective for dealing with 
ordinary barbed wire and speedily cutting through wire 
entanglements. 'The superior effect of the cutter is due 
to its rotating blade, which firmly grips the wire. 

The German government has claimed for its own use 
a new explosive invented by an engineer named Gehre. 
Tests in the presence of representatives of the Artillery 
Scientific Department of Berlin, of the Bavarian Min- 
istry of War and of the Admiralty gave results said to 
be sensational. Two shells filled with eighty grams of 
the explosive, when fired, flew into 180 splinters each. 
A block of lead weighing over 160 pounds, perforated 
to hold 300 grams of the explosive, was simply melted, 
while blocks of stone similarly treated were pulverized. 

The privilege of training a troop horse over obstacle 
courses, or for long distance rides and jumping compe- 
titions, has been accorded to a limited number of cav- 
alry and horse and field artillery officers in the Dutch 
army, the object being to have in each squadron or bat- 
tery a few suitable horses specially trained for the work 
of officers’ patrols, despatch riding, ete. 

The new first-class battleship Rheinland, launched for 
the German navy Sept. 26, will have a displacement of 
about 18,000 tons, will be capable of developing a speed 
of nineteen knots, and will be worked by a crew of be- 
tween eight and nine hundred men. Her armament will 
comprise twelve eleven-inch guns, so arranged that ail 
can be fired on either broadside, and twelve 6.7-inch 
weapons mounted on the lower deck. The weight of 
the shell fired by these two types of guns is 760 pounds 
and 132 pounds, respectively, so that the weight of metal 
discharged in one round from all the guns will be 9,120 
pounds for the eleven-inch and 1,584 pounds for the 6.7- 
inch weapons—a total of 10,704 pounds. The Admiralty 
has given instructions that no photograph of the new 
vessel shall be taken. When the Rheinland is ready for 
service, which will be in 1910, she will be attached with 
her sister ships, the Nassau and the Westfalen, to tha 
High Seas Fleet. The Rheinland was laid down in the 
summer of 1907. The sister ships mentioned were both 
launched early in the year. 

Viewing the present tendency toward things big in the 
navy—big ships, big guns—the United Service Gazette, 
of London, contemplates the reversion to 16.25 guns, 
such as were carried by the British Inflexible, only of a 
modern type. With Russia designing 24,000-ton ships, 
Japan building 22,000-ton vessels, if the present theory 
holds, it would follow that “ft-is the gun with the long- 
est range that is needed to do mischief early in an en- 
gagement, before a number of smaller guns are brought 
into play.” 

Evidences of a vetrogression in the matter of disci- 
pline and good faith on the part of the Japanese troops 
having recently shown themselves, Prince Kanin, com- 
manding the Ist Division of the Japanese Army, has 
made an appeal to all under his command to lead simpler 
lives, to maintain strict discipline, and cultivate the spirit 
of devotion to the Emperor, so that their division may 
become a model for others. 

The Spanish army is making trials of a new Mauser 
rifle cartridge charged with smokeless powder, and carry- 
ing a sharply-pointed bullet cased in a copper steel 
mantel. The mean initial velocity obtained is 860m. 
(940 yards), as against the former 660m. (720 yards). 
Experiments have proved that the new bullet never fails 
to pierce sharply the shield of a Schneider quick-firing 
gun at a distance of 400 m. (440 yards), a result not 
obtainable with the present service pattern ammunition. 

If the forthcoming effort is successful in retrieving 
from the sea the $2,500,000 worth of gold which lies 
in the hull of H.M.S. Lutine, wrecked near the Island 
of Terschelling, on the coast of Holland, in 1797, the 
bulk of the treasure will go to Lloyd’s. Unlike many 
tales of treasure upon the sea-bed, there is no doubt 
at all that the gold coins and ingots are in the hold 
of the Lutine. Before the ship sailed upon her ill-fated 
voyage a list was compiled of the bullion she contained. 
The work of salvage promises to be a tremendous task. 

At the Royal Polytechnic School of Naples a special 
course of instruction on aviation and aerial navigation 
has heen added for young engineers. 

The “working program” decided upon by the German 
Navy League at its recent executive meeting calls upon 
the German government to provide for six new large 
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armored cruisers and a considerable development of the 
Naval Reserve. The manifesto declares that, now that 
the construction of battleships to replace other vessels 
during the next four years, as provided in the navy bill 
of 1908, is proceeding rapidly, it is time to make good 
a serious defect in the navy bill of 1906, under which 
less heavily-armored cruisers were included in the num- 
ber of cruisers sanctioned. Anticipating criticism re- 
garding the fitness of asking for new ships in this time 
ef financial stringency, the program declares that now, 
when money is to be raised by a comprehensive system 
of financial reform, is the opportunity for pointing out 
that important provisions in the navy bill are awaiting 
fulfilment. In conclusion, the document demands that 
six cruisers which in the ordinary way would not be re- 
placed until 1913-14 should be immediately replaced 
by modern armored cruisers. 


After several months of labor and an expenditure of 
a large sum of money, the salvage of the British Gladi- 
ator is about complete. Now the question arises wheth- 
er, as she will have to be sold as obsolete, the price 
bid will equal the outlay. Some of the British service 
papers suggest that a cheaper method of disposal might 
have been found. 

A new field-cooking apparatus is being introduced in 
Japan. It saves fifty per cent. of time and fuel, will 
burn coal or any other kind of fuel, requires fewer men 
to work it, and can be transported by a team of four 
horses instead of six. A meal for 600 men, consisting 
of approximately six bushels of rice and 660. pounds of 
fish, can be prepared in two hours forty minutes, at an 
expenditure of about 168 pounds of fuel. The boilers 
ean be fitted with filtering apparatus, so that a supply 
of wholesome water will always be available irrespective 
of locality. 

The recent electricians’ strike in Paris, which threw 
the whole city into darkness, has called forth action 
on the part of the Ministry of War, whose council re- 
cently decided to organize in all engineer regiments sec- 
tions of electricians, who are to be thoroughly instructed 
in the working of electrical apparatus for light and 
power. The generating station at Halles has been placed 
at the disposal of the engineer detachments for the pur- 
pose. 

France’s faith, that the submarine is capable of keep- 
ing even the most powerful enemy at a safe distance, 
is beginning to waver. After investing millions of franes 
in this type of war craft, she has the recent experience, 
in the maneuvers off Cherbourg, in which the armored 
cruisers Marseillaise and Dupetit-Thouars were attacked 
by ten submarines, when it appears that some of the 
submarines could not discharge their torpedoes at all, 
and only one hit was recorded during the maneuvers. 
The smaller types of craft, which constitute the ma- 
jority of the forty-eight submarines and submersibles 
now in service, are shown to have scarcely any value 
at all, but the later submersibles of heavier tonnage, 
with a few of the submarines, are capable of giving a 
good account of themselves, although naval officers are 
not disposed to exaggerate their importance as fighting 
units. 


The experience of the Japanese war has been held to 
justify the view that the weight of the projectiles fired 
by horse and field artillery guns should be as great as 
possible, even at the expense of some slight diminution 
in mobility, and with this object in view, says the Army 
and Navy Gazette, “one of the batteries of British Horse 
Artillery which practiced this year at Okehampton fired 
a new fourteen-pounder shell. The projectile, of which 
the actual weight is about fourteen and one-half pounds, 
burst well and the fuse burnt regularly. On the other 
hand, there can be no doubt that the strain on the gun 
is appreciably increased, and the rate of fire is thereby 
diminished. Even when firing its own shell the thirteen- 
pounder quick-firer is by no means as steady as the 
eighteen-pounder of the field batteries, especially on an 
indifferent platform; and a gun cannot truthfully be call- 
ed a quick-firer unless the shock of discharge is entirely 
absorbed without affecting the traveling portion of the 
carriage. Moreover, the additional weight in each wagon 
body and wagon limber is roughly thirty-eight pounds, 
and in the gun limber twenty-four pounds, making the 
weights behind the team—of the gun, 3lewt. 3qr. 18Ib., 
and of the wagon, 30cwt. 3qr. 15lb., instead of 3lewt. 
Qqr. 22lb. and 30ewt. Oqr. 23lb., respectively, as at pres- 
ent.” 

Says a correspondent of the London Times, in regard 
to the French troops in their recent army manduvers: 
“No sign of weariness was apparent on their bronzed 
and ruddy faces. If they were brought together to 
show that France has an army worthy of her history, 
wealth and great position, and that the law of enlist- 
ment, the system of training, the physique and morale 
of her sons, and their patriotism are what they should 


be, the money spent has been well spent.” Troops to the 
number of 130,000 were brought together, fed and moved, 
and the writer never once saw any body of troops block- 
ed by another. “The staff of the French army is very 
practical, and apparently very quick. Orders are given 
clearly and concisely, and the onlooker is struck with 
the small amount of galloping that is needed to set in 
motion a very large military machine.” 

The Russian cruiser Rurik is almost complete. The 
chief feature of the design of the vessel is the enormous 
increase of weight of defensive material. The main belt 
is twelve feet high, the thick portion amidships being 
about 270 feet long. The Rurik was laid down in Sep- 
tember, 1905, and was launched Nov. 17, 1906. She 
is 490 feet in length along the water line, with seventy- 
five feet beam, and has a mean. draught of twenty-six 
feet. Her normal displacement is 15; tons. 

Australia’s naval proposals have been approved by 
the British Admiralty. The local flotilla to be con- 
structed by Australia includes six coastal destroyers, 
nine submarines and two depot ships. 

The battleship Erzherzog Franz Ferdinand was launch- 
ed for the Austrian navy Sept. 30. 


In the French navy since 1900 there have been 288 
officers and seamen killed in disasters, and the material 
losses have totaled $17,000,000. The reason for such a 
deplorable succession of disasters as the French have 
suffered is ascribed to a system of irresponsibility and 
general indifference. “We are not commanded,” was the 
answer given by the officers questioned as to the Jena 
catastrophe. 

A Brazilian “Liga Maritima,” similar in its composi- 
tion and aims to the navy leagues of England and Ger- 
many, has been formed in Rio de Janeiro. 

A self-loading pistol is to be introduced into the Ger- 
man army, to displace the revolvers known as 79 and 83, 
now carried by the non-commissioned officers and men. 

The Russian cruiser Oleg ran on a reef near Libau on 
Oct. 12 and was badly damaged. Efforts to refloat her 
have so far been unsuccessful. A storm prevailing at 
the time hid the lights from view. 


The recent disaster to the French armored cruiser La- 
touche Treville, which is ascribed in a measure to the 
famous “B” powder, causes felicitation in the British 
service papers over the energetic way in which arrange- 
ments are being pushed forward for cooling the maga- 
zines of warships and the thorough manner in which the 
Admiralty is testing all the existing stocks of cordite and 
ordering the destruction of all that shows the least sign 
of deterioration. A suggéstion is made that one or two 
inspectors of cordite should be specially appointed to pay 
surprise visits to ships and shore magazines and test sam- 
ples of cordite. 


In the Italian army maneuvers this year the situation 
of 1796 was reproduced, the national forces being in Up- 
per Italy, between the Alps and the Ligurian Apennines, 
while the invading force represented the army of Napo- 
leon. The combined maneuvers of the Italian naval and 
military forces presented an: unusual degree of interest, 
owing to the great desire of the authorities to bring about 
a harmonious spirit of co-operation in the sister services. 
A hostile fleet was to endeavor to secure command of the 
sea, defeating the defending force, which was greatly in- 
ferior, but possessed of higher speed, and stronger in its 
torpedo and submarine flotillas, and as a result of the 
expected success, the enemy was to embark an invasion- 
ary force, and set it on shore for the conquest of territory. 

The city of Sheffield, England, famous for its cutlery, 
is the first municipal body in Great Britain to decide to 
provide a rifle range at publie cost for the use of the com- 
munity. The United Service Gazette thinks that Sheffield 
has set the country an example in patriotism, which, if 
followed by other cities and towns throughout the king- 
dom, would “prove the most capable solution yet offered 
of the problem of self-defense, and safeguard the nation 
absolutely from the yoke of conscription.” 


A wireless telegraph apparatus was recently installed 
on the battleship Hibernia, flagship of Vice Admiral 
Milne, second in command of the British Channel Fleet, 
in the space of three days, which English papers! call a 
record installation. The Admiralty intends to fit the 
ships with the new high-power wireless telegraphy, by 
which a ship in the Mediterranean could “speak” direct 
to the Admiralty. 

Rear Admiral J. Startin, who is to succeed Rear Ad- 
miral Folley, of the British navy, has a brilliant record 
as a lifesaver, having received four awards from the 
Royal Humane Society. In 1876, when a midshipman, he 
jumped overboard and supported a seaman until both 
were picked up. Seven years later, when lieutenant, he 
jumped overboard to rescue a man. The following year 
he plunged into the sea at night to the rescue of five men 
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who were thrown out of a boat, and brought each man to 
the ship. In 1903, when a captain of the Arethusa, he 
went overboard and supported a seaman until both were 
picked up. When commanding the torpedo-gunboat Hal- 
cyon during her steam trials in the Channel in 1894 he 
jumped overboard when the vessel was steaming at sey- 
enteen knots in a heavy sea to save a seaman who fell 
from the rigging and was drowned. 





COMPULSORY SERVICE IN AUSTRALIA. 
Australia is soon to substitute compulsory service for 
the volunteer system, says the New York Times. Under 
the new act the Commonwealth will secure 82,000 men 
for only $500,000 more than it is now paying. The act 
also provides that in war time fiye classes of reserves 
may be called under the colors—first, unmarried men be- 


tween eighteen and thirty-five; next, unmarried men be- 
tween thirty-five and forty-five; then married men, re- 
spectively, between the foregoing ages, while the fifth 
class includes all men between forty-five and sixty. 

The act prescribes that all the male inhabitants of the 
Commonwealth, unless specially exempted, who have re- 
sided for six months in Australia, are British subjects, 
and liable to be trained from the age of twelve to eighieen 
as cadets, and from eighteen to twenty-six in the de- 
fense force. Prescribed peace training for cadets is 
fifty-two attendances of one hour each and four whole 
days’ attendance yearly. For the defense force in the 
first three years, eighteen days’ attendance, and in the 
last five years seven days yearly. For the naval forces, 
the artillery and engineers in the first five years twenty- 
eee days yearly, and in the last three years seven days 
yearly. 

The act does not apply to those over eighteen at the 
time of its coming into force. At the termination of 
the annual training members will be classified as efficient 
or non-efficient. If the latter, they will be required to 
attend an additional training yearly until they are effi- 
cient. 

A penalty of £100 will be inflicted on any employer 
either preventing an employee from serving or reducing 
his wages or dismissing him in consequence of his mili- 
tary service. Anyone failing to comply with the act 
will be ineligible for employment in the Commonwealth 
service and will be disqualified from voting or receiving 
an old-age pension. ‘
